ATE in the summer of 1934, a 
Washington restaurant was the 


scene of a rendezvous between four 
then. By prearrangement, they arrived 
separately and drifted casually to a 
secluded table, out of earshot of other 
diners. 


A mild looking little man with thick 
glasses and a thicker accent, seemed to 
be the leader of the group. He used the 
name J. Peters. In his ill-fitting, baggy 
suit, this man of mystery could have 
been, as he claimed, an unemployed 
factory worker, instead of top function- 
ary in the Underground division of the 
Communist Party. 


To the tall, correctly dressed young 
Washington lawyer named Alger Hiss, 
Peters introduced a portly individual 
whom he called “Carl.” In his role as 
“a faceless man” of the Communist 
Underground, Carl (real name Whit- 
taker Chambers) needed no other 
identification among the members of 
this group. 


The fourth member of the party, 
looking like a cross between a college 
professor and a betting promoter, was 
already well known to Hiss and Cham- 
bers. He was Harold Ware, Comin- 
tern agent and espionage cell organizer, 
carrying orders directly from Moscow. 


The purpose of this gathering, began 
Peters, was to explain the Party’s ex- 
citing new plans for its Washington 
organizers. A new infiltration and 
espionage apparatus was to be set up, 
an “elite underground cell,” consisting 
mostly of comrades holding powerful 
posts in the United States government. 


Alger Hiss was one such individual 
who should not be wasted in open

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Party activity, the outcome of which 
could only destroy his usefulness by 
marking him as a Communist. 


Peters directed Hiss to detach him- 
self immediately from his “cell” in the 
Agricultural Adjustment Administra- 
tion, and henceforth avoid every ap- 
pearance of left-wing activity. His 
home must be cleared of all telltale 
literature and pamphlets. Only his 
comrades in the Underground would 
know that he was anything other than 
a moderately conservative New Dealer. 
The Communist high command would 
contact him, through Carl (Chambers) 

. who would be his immediate su- 
perior, and whose orders were to be 
followed without question. 


According to Chambers, his own 
destiny and that of Alger Hiss crossed 
for the first time, in the Washington 
restaurant. During the months that 
followed, they crossed and crisscrossed 
and became entwined in the twilight 
of common Underground work. 


The shadowy movements of Alger 
Hiss, Whittaker Chambers and others 
in the Communist espionage cell stag- 
ger the imagination. Millions gasped 
in 1948 when the first guarded dis- 
closures were released to the press. 
Then began the welter of charges and 
counter charges which rocked the Na- 
tion. The accompanying smear cam- 
paign, intended to discredit the testi- 
mony of Whittaker Chambers, left the 
public more or less confused. 


It remained for two indefatigable 
journalists to tell the whole story of 
the Hiss-Chambers tragedy. Their 
names are Ralph de Toledano and Vic- 
tor Lasky. Probing deep into files and 
interviewing hundreds of people, they 
have tracked down much hitherto un- 
published material, disentangled facts 
from rumors and given logical sequence 
to the whole bewildering story.

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R. TRUMAN’S policy of opposing 
Communism in foreign countries 
while assuming a tolerant attitude to- 


ward it, in the United States, has many | 
people puzzled. He seems to be trying | 


to ride two horses, moving in opposite 
directions, at the same time. 


He threw the full force of his office 
behind an effort to block the investi- 
gation of Alger Hiss by the Committee 
Oa Un-American Activities. He called 
it a “red herring” on nine different oc- 
casions. Yet, one may say without fear 
of contradiction, that Mr. Truman 
knew Hiss to be a spy all the time. 


Prime Minister Mackenzie King flew 
from Canada in 1946 to bring him ur- 
gent information regarding an atomic 
spy ring operating in the United States. 
The disclosures came from Igor Gou- 
zenko, a Soviet code clerk whose con- 
fession jarred the world. This infor- 
mation fell on deaf ears as far as the 
White House was concerned. 


On June 21, 1948, the President af- 
fectionately called Stalin “Old Joe,” 
and described him as being “a decent 
fellow.” At about the same time, when 
Representative (now Senator) Karl 
Mundt warned that there were spies 
working in the Country, Mr. Truman 
laughed out loud. 


He wrote Governor George Earle as 
follows on February 28, 1949, “I am 
of the opinion the Country is perfectly 
safe as far as Communism is con- 
cerned.” When the Mundt-Nixon bill 
to curb Communists came up for con- 
sideration, he opposed it. 
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Our President should read the thirty-eighth chapter of Jeremiah and every 
ime the word “Zedekiah” appears, insert “Truman” instead. 
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The American people now know that 
a nest of reds has been tolerated, for 
several years, in the State Department 
—under the leadership of Dean Ache- 
son. Alger Hiss was a member of this 
group. Senator McCarthy’s exposures 
have been answered only by smear at- 
tacks and vilification. Mr. Truman 
says he will never allow Acheson to re- 
sign from office. 


But despite his record of tolerance 
toward domestic Communism, he was 
willing to accept Russia’s challenge 
seven thousand miles away from our 
shores, and go to war in Korea. 


How is this strange behavior ex- 
plained? What lies behind the para- 
2 
dox? 


The answer to this question goes to 
the root of America’s present problem. 
Some people do not wish to face it. 
Others are ignorant of what is going 
on behind the scenes. Men in public 
life who dare mention it are usually 
destroyed. The Jewish question is in- 
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volved. This article therefore deals 
with the most sensitive issues before 
the people of the United States today. 


Mr. Truman is at heart a patriotic 
man, animated by a desire to be a true 
Christian. No intellectually honest 
person would accuse him of wishing 
to harm his Country. But he is also an 
astute politician and knows what must 
be done to remain in office. Men sit- 
ting on political pinnacles, sense the 
power of pressure groups . . . and few 
survive who do anything to offend or- 
ganized Jewry. 


Our President should read the thirty- 
eighth chapter of Jeremiah and every 
time the word “Zedekiah” appears, in- 
sert “Truman” instead. “I am afraid 
of the Jews,” says King Zedekiah in 
the nineteenth verse. 

It is safe to say that the Jewish 


people are more sensitive today, and 
more powerful, than at any previous 


time in the history of our Country. 
Through their Gestapo, they are able 
to check on, and intimidate, anybody 


whom they suspect of being the least 
bit critical. Their effrontery knows no 
limitations. Newspaper editors are es- 
pecially conscious of this fact. 


On May 29, 1950, the Chicago Trib- 
une published an article with photo- 
graphs of Lehman, Frankfurter and 
Morgenthau ... and said: “A person 
with highest State Department connec- 
tions identified these three figures as 
the secret government of the United 
States. Frankfurter was pictured as the 
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most powerful man in the government, 
reaching into the White House with his 
proteges.”” 


An apology was wrung from the 
Tribune a few days later although the 
word “Jew” had not been mentioned 
in the article. 

Whether or not it is good for Jews 
themselves, to operate a private Gestapo 
possessing punitive powers, is a ques- 
tion which  straight-thinking members 
of the race will do well te debate among 
t! emselves. Frederick Kister, says in a 
recent editorial: “Professional Jews 
(those who make a living being Jews) 
are responsible for whatever racial an- 
tagonisms that may now exist in the 
United States.” 


The Gestapo uses the innocent-ap- 
pearing name, “Anti-Defamation 
League.” That dissatisfaction is brewing 
within their own ranks, is suggested by 
the following editorial in the March 
20, 1950 issue of the Daily Compass, 
successor to the late left-wing PM 
publication: 


“In recent years, Mississippi lodges 
with considerable sympathy and _ sup- 
port from the South and from influ- 
ential individual members elsewhere, 
have openly fought the Anti-Defama- 
tion League program. They have re- 
peatedly tried to get through a resolu- 
tion to terminate Anti-Defamation 
League activities in the South. There 
have been threats that if the Southern 
states are not cleaned of League rep- 
resentatives and ‘embarrassing’ civil 
rights pamphlets, Southern Lodges eith- 
er will kick the League out or secede 
from the parent organization.” 

The pro-Communist program of the 
Anti-Defamation League is a matter of 
record. This, rather than racial dis- 
tinctions, has built up the opposition 
which professional Jews like to call 
“anti-Semitism.” 

Such books as “Reds in the Anti- 
Defamation League,” by Myron Fagan 
(price 50 cents) and “The Anti-Defama- 
tion League in the World Communist 
Offensive,” by Major Robert Williams 
(price 35 cents) have not been 
answered for the reason that they are 
documented and factual. Both of these 
titles may be ordered from the Defend- 
er Publishers, Wichita, Kansas. 


It happens that all of the 14 spies 
whose arrests have been announced the 
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last few weeks are Jews, with the pos- 
sible exception of one. Could the pres- 
sure placed upon Mr. Truman have 
resulted from the fact that leaders of 
Jewry knew if the truth came out, mem- 
bers of their race would be exposed? 
Did the President make promises prior 
to the last election? 


Something should be done if possible 
to rescue him, and save him from mak- 
ing the mistake that Zedekiah made 
in the long ago. The King was under 
exactly the same kind of control that 
exists at the White House today. He 
proved himself too weak to resist the 
pressure of those near him ... and 
fatal errors in foreign policy resulted 
in the destruction of his Nation. He 
should have listened to Jeremiah instead 
of the Jews who ruled his court. 


Major Williams says: “Continued 
revelations of the Jewish domination of 
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Communist spy rings and of the Com. 
munist Party itself must have shocked 
thousands of Americans who long had 
refused to accept the fact that Com- 
munism was a Jewish-invented, Jewish- 
managed world power movement. 
“For such is the nature of the toler. 
ant gentile mind that he cannot come 
to a realization of this fact without 
suffering distress. The kindly Anglo- 
Saxons welcomed hordes of Jews to 
America in the belief that they had been 
victims of persecution in the Old World. 
Now we may be sure many a tolerance- 
preaching minister, intellectual and 
plain citizen is alarmed and deeply 
disturbed at the abuse of his tolerance.” 


The names of the 14 spy ring mem- 
bers arrested by the FBI since the 
prosecution of Alger Hiss are as fol- 
lows: Abraham Brothman, Judith Cop- 
lon, Alfred Dean Slack, Gerhardt Eis- 
ler, Klaus Fuchs, Harry Gold, David 
Greenglass, Ethel Rosenberg, Julius 
Rosenberg, Morton Sobell, Sidney Wein- 
baum, Henry Julian Wadleigh, Wolfe 
Weisband and Miriam Moskowitz. 


Fuchs was hired to work on atomic 
projects as the result of a recommenda- 
tion by Albert Einstein, whom Stalin 
lists as one of the ten best friends of 
the Soviet Union in the United States. 
A number of other Jews, officially named 
as top level spies, have fled the Coun- 
try or otherwise escaped arrest ... in- 
cluding Jacob Golos who died while 
under surveillance; Nathan Silvermaster, 
who held an $8,000 a year government 
job under the new deal; Andrew Roth 
of the Amerasia case, exposed by Sen- 
ator McCarthy; Mark Gayn, another 
leader of the Amerasia group ... and 
others. 

This article deals in facts—unpleas 
ant facts, with which Christians need 
to be familiar. Christ’s followers have 
a large stake in the present trend of 
events. No earthly power can cope with 
the anti-Christ forces responsible for 
the break down of civilization. Satan is 
working through human beings whom 
he can control. Prayer alone—united 
prayer sufficiently spiritual and 
creative to move the arm of the super- 
natural, is our only hope at this late 
date.

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) a AMERICAN PATRIOT: 


The Spanish-American War of 1898 
which began with intervention in Cuba 
and ended in a policing job in the Phil- 
ippines, cost us one quarter of one bil- 
lion dollars and 5,000 lives. 


To police and govern the Philip- 
pines until granted their freedom cost 
us millions. We soon had to fight the 
native independence movement under 
Aguinaldo, who fought for us against 
the Spaniards. Korea will follow that 
pattern, only more so. 


Our interest in the Philippines led 
to our costly war with Japan. Invita- 
tion to Soviet Russia, made by pro- 
Russian State Department policy 
makers, to fill Japan’s imperialist shoes 
in Pacific Asia brought on the Korean 
police job, which is in reality our 
Asiatic war with Russia. 


One year of all out World War One 


cost us twenty billion dollars. 


The first installment on the police 
job in little Korea is set at ten billion 
dollars. 


The United States has been sucked 
into the quicksands of Asia—to which 
continent we have thus far in our his- 
tory given the least interest, sentimental 
and commercial. We are in a mess which 
could entrap and bleed and impoverish 
us for ten years, until we have been 
bled out in both prestige and treasure, 





and given it up for dead loss, as Brit- 
ain and Holland after centuries of ad- 
venturing in Asia have given up. Or, 
until the strain and drain of the for- 
eign adventures have caused revolution 
at home, as happened in the cases of 
Portugal, and Spain and is happening 
in France. 


May I use my own experience to 
help you to understand the precarious 

peak ; P 
position in which we find ourselves? 


For twenty-nine years, from 1915 
to 1944, when I devoted myself to a 
battle against the subtle establishment 
of dictatorship in my own Country, my 
experience was preeminently with Asia. 
I resided and traveled in China, Japan, 
Russia, the Philippines, Southeastern 
Asian countries and India through ap- 
proximately eighteen years of that 
time. I spoke and read Chinese. 


I introduced hundreds of prominent 
Americans and Asiatics to one another. 
I had part charge of one Congressional 
junket and conducted eight cultural 
expeditions. I published ten books and 
hundreds of articles and spoke before 
nearly every group which books lec- 
tures. In 1938 I became National Broad- 
casting Company’s specialist on the 
Far East. 


Events now bear out the logic of my 
books. “The Revolt of Asia—the End 
of the White Man’s World Dominance” 
(1927), “Eminent Asians, the Makers 
of the New East” (1930), and “Chal- 


lenge; Behind the Face of Japan” 
(1934, Reprint 1944). 


When I published those books I was 
called by the New York Times and 
Time magazine (just getting its start) 
“Prophet of the New East” and “Amer- 
ica’s Greatest Interpreter of Asia.” 
But writers and editors were soon cap- 
tured by the new line of the Institute 
of Pacific Relations (E. C. Carter, 
Vanderbilt Field, and red comrades) 
and the fellow-traveling Pearl Buck, 
Laitimore, Service, Hiss, Jessup and 
Acheson. 


A campaign was conducted by the 
Communist apparatus to erase from 
the public mind the interpretation of 
e.perienced and patriotic reporters on 
Asia. One young Communist author, 
touted by liberal book reviewers, even 
stole the title and chapter heads and 
cover design of my best known book, 
“Revolt of Asia,” for a Moscow Party 
Line distortion of history and condi- 
tions. This travesty was published by 
Jchn Day Company (Pearl Buck’s pub- 
lisher, headed by her husband, Richard 
Walsh). 


The party line on Asia, made by Lat- 
timore, Service, Jessup, Acheson and 
other young liberals of the State De- 
partment into American government 
policies, have brought this Nation to its 
present involvement in Asia. This in- 
volvement can have no gains. Only a 
national awakening can limit the losses 
to freedom of enterprise, freedom. of 
thought and the value of our money. 


We are sucked into Asia, as were 
the British in the 19th century. The 
difference is that British intervention- 
ists were frankly imperialists who 
made empire pay their class. They 
carried the tax-paying and cannon- 
fodder classes along with them on the 
theme of “glory.” 


Our interventionists do not make it 
pay—except some international op- 
erators in resources and markets. Our 
interventionists made the United States 
taxpayer pay twice: First, the war or 
destruction cost—which grows more 
and more wasteful, extravagant and 
corrupt . . . and second, the policing 
and reconstruction cost. 


The purpose of the Moscow Marx- 
ists is perfectly served by the Korean 
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intervention and others planned to fo!- 
low. Lenin directed in 1924: “Cause 
the United States to spend herself into 
destruction.” The Russians have pre- 
pared their native fighters; our gov- 
ernment is accumulating the forces and 
preparing public opinion to “go in 
and police.” 


Moscow will dictate whether China 
or India or Indo-China comes next, or 
insurrection in Japan. It is safe to say 
that Iran will be held until American 
development in the Middle East is 
more nearly completed and worth seiz- 
ing. And until Moscow is ready to pull 
Israel along. 


Russia will not appear as officially 
fighting the United States. We shall 
appear to Asians, and as much as Rus- 
sia can make us, to Europeans also, 
as the invader, the destroyer, and if 
we move to fight it out with Moscow, 
as the aggressor. 


Moscow’s strategy is still to take us 
from within, by means of the Ameri- 
can Communist apparatus aided by our 
way-preparing Socialists, when the 
American dollar has again been halved 
in value by deficit financing, and war 
burdens have crushed the American 
taxpayer, socialized industry and 
frozen wages, throwing workers into 
rebellion. 


The purpose of the Welfare State 
Marxists is well served. Now must fol- 
low as measures of war emergency, 
control after control which, to now, 
they have intrigued for unsuccessfully 
—price controls, permanent rent con- 
trols, production and distribution con- 
trols, controls over medical men and 
scientists, and allocation and freezing 
of labor. 


Russia has replaced Japan (as I pre- 
dicted in “Revolt of Asia”) in organ- 
izing all of Asia into a hate campaign 
against the west. America has replaced 
Britain as the specific object of hate, 
and each new bombardment or landing 
we make intensifies that attitude. The 
“ideology” of the conflict means noth- 
ing to the Asian peasant. His hut and 
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crop and family and village mean 
everything, and his hate is against the 
“foreign devil” in armor who fights 
over his land and destroys them. 


After another intervention or two, 
expect India, and perhaps even our 
own foster child the Philippines, to 
pull out of the United Nations coali- 
tion “backing” us. India may appear 
on the other side soon. No allies are 
going to save the United States of 
America on this skid road of waste and 
hate which pious-faced _internation- 
alists sold our people as a_ utopian 


highway to One World. 


Here, then, is what’s ahead, as Rus- 
sia feeds just enough equipment and 
men to her puppets around Asia to keep 
us intervening and policing: 


Deficit finance leaping and bound- 
ing; printing of money and_ bonds 
without restriction; public soured by 
casualty lists, and lack of evident pur- 
pose and exhilaration (there’s no 
zest in fighting a shadow enemy) ; ab- 
sence this time of wages and profits 
that will buy unaccustomed _ indul- 
gences for war workers and business 
men (save a few with official tie-in 
who will profiteer as never before in 
history: “Everything is for sale at the 
top” stuff). 


And given that situation, here are 
the alternatives: 


1. Growing necessity of our admin- 
istration for both political and mili- 
tary reasons to stop wasting on the 
fringes and hit Communist power at the 
head, Russia. 


2. Complete about-face on interna- 
tionalism and world-policing. 


3. Persistence in the Acheson policy 
of fringe military expeditions and 
bribing of prospective allies, until 
economic crisis and revolution force us 
to call our armies home to police the 
mobs here. 


I can’t tell you which one of the 
three it will be . . . but it will be one 
of the three, with the possible variation, 
not likely, that Stalin’s crew might 
jump the gun. There is a chance that 
Stalin might die, precipitating civil 
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war in Russia. Or that China might 
turn against the Russians—a forlorn 
British hope in which wishful Acheson 
has indulged. 


This brings us to the hysterical means 
taken by our internationalist group to 
cover its tracks. Instead of admitting, 
in the light of events, that its policies 
were mistaken, and pleading that the 
charges of Communist infiltration in 
the State Department were understand- 
able in the circumstances, although 
overdone, the Tydings Report adopts 
fully the Marxian dialectic of vicious 
counterattack and smear. 


The Tydings Whitewash was jammed 
through the Senate on a party line 
vote—lined up by “war emergency.” 
Southern Senators who privately 
backed Senator McCarthy, went along. 
But ordinarily new dealing Republi- 
cans (Ives, Flanders, et al) and Mrs. 
Chase Smith’s “dwarfs” went along 
with Wherry and Jenner in protest. 
Maybe we are getting in this way, a 
united opposition, with patriotic nation- 
alist leadership. 

Menacing this hopeful trend on the 
Republican side, is an old pressure 
group newly organized under the name 
“Republican Advance.” Its financial 
angel is Arthur J. Goldsmith, of the 
Anti-Defamation League, who was ex- 
coriated by columnist George Sokolsky 
for financing the obscene attack which 
defeated Senator Burton K. Wheeler in 
Montana, and is now threatening Sen- 
ator Pat McCarran in Nevada. 


The intellectual big wheel of the 
group is Walter Davenport, erstwhile 
Wilkie ghoster and Luce man. The 
usual me-too Republican Governors 
and Senators and 21 Republican House 
members endorsed this movement de- 
signed to take over the Republican 
Party. So we are seeing the beginning 
of a new scheme to prostitute the Re- 
publican forces, exactly like the same 
leftist outfits did the Democrat Party, 
under the guise of a new deal.

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The Truth Bomb 
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© Nee FIRST LESSON in the primer 
of victory is “T is for truth.” More 
powerful than any other bomb is that 
which General Eisenhower has recently 
designated as the T-bomb. The most 
devastatingly explosive thing in the 
world is truth. History proves, again 
and again, that there is no force equal 
to the pulverizing impact of facts. 


There are certain theories which have 
no support in the nature of things and 
which, therefore, at last must be dis- 
credited. There are other valid con- 
ceptions for which the very stars in 
their courses fight. To live, or die, for 
them is to be on the side of the angels. 
This is not to claim that all those who 
accept the democratic doctrine are an- 
gels, and those who deny it are devils. 


Let us sadly confess that the denials 
of democracy by some who march under 
its banners are many and grievous. But 
that is not the point. The fundamental 
fact in the present global strugggle is 
that the slave system which stems from 
the Kremlin conspiracy is based upon 
palpable economic and ethical false- 
hoods, and that the free system, based, 
for instance, on the truth of that im- 
mortal phrase about all men being en- 
dowed by their Creator with certain in- 
alienable rights, rests upon eternal truth. 


A distinguished group of men, states- 
men, clergymen, educators, met to draft 
in positive terms what western democ- 
racy means by the truth. They agreed 
on this conclusion: “All men should be 
free to think, to speak, to write and 
create, to approve and criticize, to as- 
semble and organize, to choose an oc- 
cupation, to improve their condition, 
to worship their own God, to follow 
their own conscience, and to pursue 
their own goals. Freedom is the an- 
cient, eternal, and implacable foe of 
the totalitarianism and every form of 
tyranny over the bodies and minds of 
men.” 


Opposed to all that is implied in that 
ringing credo, is the sinister system 
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which exalts atheism, puts supreme con- 
fidence in the twisted conceptions of 
Marxian materialism and, proclaiming 
its gospel with a militant zeal, marches 
forth to conquer the world. The free na- 
tions are obligated to repudiate and to 
refute this false doctrine and to con- 
demn the cruelties, injustices, and lying 
propaganda which are inherent in it. 


The clever conspirators of the Krem- 
lin have known from the first that no 
such diabolical scheme involving tor- 
ture and slavery could succeed unless 
the victims were isolated from the decent 
opinion of mankind. “Men love darkness 
better than light because their deeds are 
evil,” said Jesus whose teachings are 
ridiculed and caricatured by the insti- 
gators of this godless system. 


As they fear nothing so much as the 
truth, the iron curtain was dropped. Be- 
hind the iron curtain, with no rebuttal 
allowed from the free world, the duped 
and cowed hosts are trained to chant 
that white is black and black is white. 
Back of that iron fence, through which 
and over which is allowed to pass no 
sound from the free realm beyond, they 
drill their regimented minions to shout 
senseless slogans. Here they build their 
prison of the mind and soul with no 
spires of the spirit pointing from the 
earth to the sky. 


To the multitudes of Europe and Asia, 
exploited across the centuries, yearning 
for more abundant life and demanding 
it, they pour out their inverted vocabu- 
laries, labeling enslavement liberation 
and peacemakers warmongers. 
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In the face of all this, with no spirit 
of vainglory, we proclaim that we have 
the truth that makes men free. To be 
sure, we have this treasure in earthen 
vessels, But we have this treasure. That 
truth bomb is the most potent instru- 
mentality in our armor of freedom. 


At whatever cost to the free world, 
the grotesque system which vainly prom- 
ises to build an alleged utopia on un- 
speakable concentration camps and mil- 
lions of dead men’s bones, must be 
brought under the glorious light of free- 
dom and revealed as the heinous blas- 
phemy it is. If it takes billions of dol- 
lars to turn on the light and to shatter 
the night, then billions must be spent, 
for the safeguarding of our future and 
the future of those now coerced and 
threatened by these fanatical brigands. 


Into the areas they now control a 
way must be found, somehow, to pro- 
ject radiant words of hope as God’s 
truth goes marching on. 


There is no doubt that when the bat- 
tering rams of truth open up avenues 
along which liberating ideas can march 
into walled areas, shackled multitudes 
will cry out, “We choose freedom.” 


The one thing falsification, distortion, 
suppression, and deception cannot stand 
is the truth. We must convince the Rus- 
sian people and their fellow slaves in 
satellite countries that there can be no 
freedom under the tyranny of Moscow. 


We must reach them and win them 
through the truth which makes men free. 
And the truth which brings emancipa- 
tion will write on the walls of the most 
obscene thralldom the world has ever 
known the ancient prophecy of doom: 
“Your covenant with death shall be an- 
nulled. Your agreement with hell shall 
not stand. Your refuge of lies shall be 
swept away. When the overflowing 
scourge shall pass through ye shall be 
trodden down by jt,. The mouth of the 
Lord hath ,spoken it.” 


























“God is our refuge and strength, a 
very present help in trouble.” Psalm 
46:1. 








E HAVE grown accustomed to 
hearing this beautiful and com- 
forting Psalm read at funeral services, 
and indeed, it is appropriate for such 
occasions. However, it has a message 
for everyday life and belongs to the 
children of God . . . whether they are on 
the mountain top of blessedness or in 
the valley of despair. 


Historically, it was sung by Hezekiah 
during the time when the city of the king 
was besieged by the powerful Assyrian 
leader, Sennacherib. The king was full 
of faith because he realized that God 
was his “refuge and strength, a very 
present help in trouble.” Being con- 
scious of supernatural protection, he 
sang triumphantly, “God is in the midst 
of her; she shall not be moved: God 
shall help her, and that right early.” 
(Verse 5) 


This is confirmed by the account 
given in Second Kings, “Therefore thus 
saith the Lord concerning the king of 
Assyria, He shall not come into this city 
... For I will defend this city, to save 
it, for mine own sake, and for my serv- 
ant David’s sake. And it came to pass 
that night, that the angel of the Lord 
went out, and smote in the camp of the 
Assyrians an hundred fourscore and 
five thousand . . . So Sennacherib king 
of Assyria departed, and went and re- 
turned, and dwelt at Nineveh.” 


It is a blessed experience to realize 
the nearness of God. Who can doubt 
His presence with the members of His 
creation? Does not the Bible teach His 
omnipresence ? 


Jesus reminds us that not a sparrow 
falls to the ground without the knowl- 
edge of the heavenly Father. He has 
clothed the grass and tinted the flowers, 
and supplies what is needed for their 
sustenance. God is near His people at 
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all times. He is near because He has 
promised to never leave nor forsake 
them, no matter the circumstance. The 
Word of God is full of such promises. 
Herein is the security and comfort of 
the people of God. 


While we recognize His presence in a 
general sense, yet multitudes have testi- 
fied that He has been especially near 
in the time of trouble. As I have gone 
about visiting the sick and those smitten 
with grief, I have often heard them say, 
that God never seemed nearer than when 
the clouds hung low. 


It is the universal testimony of the 
children of God that He in times of 
crisis, upholds them with the right 
hand of His righteousness. God is al- 
ways near, but circumstances arise 
which cause them to be more conscious 
of His nearness than could have other- 
wise been the case. Every revelation of 
God in the Bible presents Him as a per- 
sonality, and Moses spoke of Him hav- 
ing arms to bear up those in trouble. 
“The eternal God is thy refuge, and 
underneath are the everlasting arms.” 


I feel sure He never seemed nearer 
to Daniel, than when He was in the den 
of hungry lions. And when Daniel’s 
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companions were cast into the flames of 
the furnace, they realized the nearness 
of the Lord for He was in their midst. 


There can be no doubt that Josep) 
sensed the nearness of God to a greater 
degree in prison, than when he later sat 
upon the throne of the Egyptian empire. 
When did He seem nearest to Peter? | 
think the answer is in the incident when 
the apostle sank into the storm-tossed 
waves and the Lord reached out to save 
him. Never did the hand of the Saviour 
seem more tender and near than in that 
moment of distress. 


When does God seem nearest to us? 
Is it in times of pleasure and plenty or 
pain and poverty? When the sun is 
shining and everything serene, the pres- 
ence of God is not so fully realized as 
when the shadows begin to fall and 
things grow darker by the moment. In 
our distress, we make an appeal and 
find that He is there to help and to 
deliver. 


The text which we are considering 
suggests the possibility of 


TROUBLE 


“A very present help in trouble.” It 
seems difficult for some to understand 
why trouble should arise in the Chris- 
tian’s experience. Often new converts 
have told me of expecting their troubles 
to end upon becoming Christians, but 
to the contrary, they seemed to in- 
crease. To accept Christ does not mean 
there will be no rugged road to travel. 
and no clouds in the sky. Christianity 
offers no guarantee that our troubles 
are over, but it does assure us of the 
presence of One who is over our 
troubles . . . and this makes a wonder- 
ful difference. 


I do not recall the name of any in- 
dividual, recorded in our precious Bible, 
who did not have his troubles and 
trials. I am equally certain that no be- 
liever, living in these “perilous times,” 
will find himself free of difficulties 
for “evil men and seducers shall wax 
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worse, deceiving, and being deceived.” 
These become the willing tools of the 
devil, for the purpose of persecuting 
the saints and making life troublesome 
for them. It is apparent that the big 
black word of this Psalm is “trouble.” 


What are the things that trouble us 
from day to day? Many are troubled 
by sins over which they have never 
gained the victory. 


Sin is of such a nature that whatso- 
ever a man sows that shall he also reap, 
and this principle applies to Christians 
the same as to sinners. One sin often 
leads to another so that we are con- 
tinually beset with the resultant diffi- 
culties. We are troubled by our weak- 
nesses which cause us to realize how 
far we fall beneath the standard that 
God expects of us. 


No less are we troubled by our fears. 
In this respect it seems as though the 
Psalm itself is fulfilled—the earth is 
removed, the mountains are carried 
into the seas and the waters roar about 
us. The things we depend upon fail and 
our hearts are made fearful. Since we 
live in the midst of death, we will be 
troubled by our griefs and this may be 
expected to continue until “death is 
swallowed up in victory.” 


Troubles abound because _ sin 
abounds. Satan is at large and death 
reigns. We would like to strike the 
word “trouble” out of the vocabulary 
of our experience, but until the Lord 
comes, troubles will continue. Yet there 
is hope for “he maketh wars to cease 
unto the end of the earth; he breaketh 
the bow, and cutteth the spear in sun- 
der; he burneth the chariot in the 
fire.” (Yerse 9) Troubles will end in 
the triumph of His coming kingdom. 


The blessed Psalm before us indi- 
cates that there is One to 


TRUST 


God is introduced to us at the outset. 
He is shown to be “our refuge and 
strength, a very present help in 
trouble.” These things are revealed 
concerning Him to the end that we 
might lean upon His arm. It is diffi- 
cult to trust One who is a stranger, 
and whose characteristics are unknown. 


The Bible has been given to us for 
the purpose of revealing the nature of 
God . . . and Jesus came into the world 
that we might understand God in the 
glory of His person. “And the Word 
was made flesh, and dwelt among us, 
(and we beheld his glory, the glory as 
of the only begotten of the Father,) 
full of grace and truth.” (John 1:14) 


“No man hath seen God at any time; 
the only begotten Son, which is in the 
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bosom of the Father, he hath declared 
him.” (John 1:18) Rotherham ren- 
ders the word “declared” as “inter- 
preted,” and this is exactly what Jesus 
did in His earthly ministry. He in- 
terpreted the Father to men in terms 
which they could comprehend. 


Today my heart rejoices because I 
know God as a “refuge.” In this we 
are reminded of cities of refuge spoken 
of in Scripture. The manslayer was 
pursued by the avenger of blood, and 
was not safe until within the walls of 
an appointed city. 


How often we have realized the 
awful pursuit of our sins and longed 
to be delivered from them! A man 
once said to me that the knowledge of 
a certain sin which he had com- 
mitted, kept him in a veritable hell for 
nineteen years. He did not know there 
was a refuge for sinful men until I was 
able to show him the way of deliver- 
ance—which he joyfully accepted. 


We also learn that God is our 
“strength.” Knowing from bitter ex- 
perience we have no strength in our- 
selves, this comes as a beam of light 
in the darkness. Some may rely upon 
the strength of a good name, or upon 
the strength which comes from right 
living, or upon the strength of riches, 
but in the crisis hour, we all sense the 
need of more than these things. We 
need the heavenly provision described 
in this Psalm. 


Before He left this world, the Lord 
Jesus said to His disciples, “And, be- 
hold, I send the promise of my Father 
upon you: but tarry ye in the city of 
Jerusalem, until ye be endued with 
power from on high.” The world may 
depend upon the power of human en- 
ergy, or the power of influence, but 
there is no power that can take the 
place of “power from on high.” 


In the third place, we are told that 
God is our “help.” We would do well 
to note that special emphasis is laid 
upon this quality of God’s nature. He 
is not merely a help, or even a present 
help, but “a very present help,” which 
means He is ever ready and always 
available. 


He is near when we need Him. 


There are those who want to help 
and who can help, but God is “a very 
present help.” This is strong and com- 
forting language. I am sure all the 
help any of us need, as we journey 
along the way, is available now. The 
enemy to all of this blessedness, is 
our own unbelief. We simply do not 
take God at His word. 





The Bible is full of illustrations of 
those who found the heavenly Father 
to be “a very present help.” He al- 
ways arrives on time. It appeared as 
though He might be late when the three 
Hebrew boys were cast into a fur- 
nace heated to the greatest extent pos- 
sible in Daniel’s day. Nevertheless, He 
came at the right moment, just at the 
time when they needed Him most. 


Finally, I wish us to see how this! 
song rings with a note of 


TRIUMPH 


We have considered the existence of 
our troubles and then the need of trust. 
Now we come to the place of triumph 
for those who are willing to “let go 


and let God.” 


Troubles become blessings when we 
learn to trust Him. Who can read the 
eleven verses of this song, without 
realizing that it calls for all the stops 
to be pulled wide open in the great or- 
gan of God’s providences? The victory 
needs to be sounded forth, not in sub- 
dued tones, but with notes of power 
and glory so that all the world can 
know there is victory in Christ. 


The second verse contains the words, 
“Therefore will not we fear.” How 
could any one fear in the light of what 
is revealed in the opening statement 
of the Psalm? We read how Jacob 
fled from home and was overtaken by 
darkness, but it was only after the 
sun went down that he had the vision 
of a ladder reaching up to heaven. 


Oliver Goldsmith wrote: “The short- 
est road to any place is the road with 
the best company on it.” 


We do not notice the distance when 
someone is with us whom we love\ 
Enoch, the seventh from Adam, dis- 
covered this and walked with God so far 
that he never came back. He went 
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home with God and stayed. Nothing so 
annihilates distance, so mitigates hard- 
ships, and lessens grief like good 
companionship. The walk to Emmaus 
produced burning hearts in the dis. 
ciples. The “very present help” was 
fully realized. 


Yes, the best road, is the road with 
His company. It is the road of com. 
plete satisfaction and of a peace which 
passeth all understanding. Henry 
Drummond declared that the Christian 
life is going home to the Father. To 
me, the Christian life is going home 
with the Father. 


Years ago I read an interesting story 
which has been a source of comfort to 
me. It is said that a blacksmith, about 
eight years after he had given himself 
to the Saviour, was approached by an 
unbelieving man with the question, 
“Why is it you have so much trouble? 
I have been watching you, and since you 
joined the church and have gone 
straight, your troubles seem to be twice 
as many as before.” 


With a thoughtful but glowing face, 
the blacksmith replied: “Do you see 
this piece of steel? It is for the springs 
of a wagon, but before it can be used, 
it needs to be tempered. In order to 
do this, I heat it red-hot, and then cool 
it with water. If I find it will take a 
temper, I heat it again; then I hammer 
it and shape it, so it will be suitable for 
the use intended. Often I find the 
steel too brittle, and it cannot be used. 
If this is the case, I throw it on the 
scrap pile. That pile of scrap is worth 
less than a cent a pound, but the wagon 
spring has real value.” : 


The blacksmith continued: “God 
saved me for something more than a 
good time. We Christians do have a 
good time, in the, true sense, for the 
smile of heaven upon us brings real 
joy. But He wants us for service, just 
as I want this piece of steel. God puts 
the temper of Christ in us by testings 
and trials. It has been my constant cry 
to Him, ‘test me in any way you choose, 
Lord, only do not throw me on the 
scrap heap’.” 

As we read on in the Psalm, we 
come to the words, “Be still, and know 
that I am God.” (Verse 10) There is 
a place of quietness to reach in God, 
where troubles vanish because we rise 
completely above them. Objects and 
obstacles look big when we are on 
their level. But they become small as 
we ascend to a higher altitude and look 
down upon them. 


When the great truths found in this 
Psalm become a part of us, embodied 
within us, they will lift us above the 
distressing things and daily cares 
which are otherwise so vexing. 
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I HAVE just returned from Detroit, 
Michigan where I observed the 
results of the treatment of dairy cows, 
by a drug so revolutionary that it may 
some day turn the entire theory of 
human and animal medicine topsy- 
turvy. The whole thing is unbelievable. 


The drug has been denounced by 
the American Medical Association. It 
has been labeled a fraud, called nothing 
but distilled water, a fake cancer cure, 
valueless; its creator, Dr. William 
Frederick Koch, has been brought to 
trial twice by the Federal Food and 
Drug Administration. Dr. Claude S. 
Bryan, dean of the Michigan State 
College veterinary association stated 
last March that the “material has not 
given one indication of being of any 
value in fighting the disease.” 


Yet I am firmly convinced that the 
drug is the greatest advance in medi- 
cine since the discovery of the “circu- 
lation of the blood” by Harvey. 1 per- 
sonally have seen herd after herd of 
dairy cattle which were treated and 
cured by the drug. I spoke to farmer 
after farmer who will, if called on, 
swear that their herds are now free 
of mastitis and Bangs disease as a re- 
sult of this treatment. 


Some of these farmers turned to the 
treatment in desperation because peni- 
cillin had failed and they were threat- 
ened with losing their entire herds. 
And I personally know of people who 
have been cured of heart disease and 
a number of otherwise “incurable” 
diseases as a result of the Koch treat- 
ment. There are inumerable case 
records where the Koch treatment has 
cured polio, tuberculosis, cancer and 
other diseases. 


It seems impossible that organiza- 
tions of doctors, veterinarians and 
drug men who are considered the 
healers of mankind should in this day 
and age try to block so wonderful a 
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cure. Yet I am convinced in my own 
mind (without proof) that this is the 
case. I am sure of one thing. Glyoxy- 
lide will cure mastitis and Bangs dis- 


ease in cattle. I therefore make this 
statement: Dr. Claude S. Bryan, dean 
of the veterinary association, is either 
a liar or he has not adequately and 
fairly tested the Koch treatment. I 
make this charge openly and challenge 
him to sue me for libel if it is false. 


I cannot as a layman verify the 
claims of this drug insofar as cancer, 
heart trouble, polio and other disease 
cures are concerned, but I do know a 
great deal about cattle. I know that 
the claims made for it, insofar as mas- 
titis and Bangs disease are correct. And 
I therefore strongly suspect that its 
application to human beings is just as 
beneficial and the claims made for it 
just as correct. 


If this is true, then the entire founda- 
tion of modern medicine is upside 
down. Modern medicine treats the ef- 
fect and this medicine treats the cause. 
Modern medicine claims specific cures 
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for each ailment; the Koch method 
treats the body as a unit and makes 
the “body” cure the disease; modern 
medicine is based on the bacteria 
theory of disease; Koch, while ad- 
mitting that bacteria produce the toxins 
that lead to disease, is not interested in 
killing the bacteria but in stimulating 
or “catalyzing” the proper organs so 
that the “body” will neutralize the dis- 
ease forming toxins. 


Perhaps the reader does not yet 
gather the significance of these differ- 
ences. In simple language, the Koch 
treatment says to each and every medi- 
cal college—you have been working at 
medicine from the wrong end. You 
have been doing everything the hard 
way and the wrong way. 


I admit that you can mend bones, 
that you can dope a headache, that 
you can cure appendicitis by cutting 
out the offending organ, or tumor by 
the same method and that you can 
finally cure (sometimes) mastitis by 
injecting penicillin in the cows teat. 
But why work at it backwards. Find 
out why human and animal bodies are 
subject to disease and then invent some 
chemical of high oxidizing character- 
istic to eliminate the cause. 


Well, imagine telling the medical 
profession, which considers itself a 
perfect product of a perfect science, 
that its methods are unscientific. 


Can you see why, in the words of 
William H. Dow, president of the mighty 
Dow Chemical Company, Dr. Koch 
has been “crucified?” And can you 
see why the drug industry, which stands 
to lose a fortune if the Koch treatment 
is adopted, would fight Dr. Koch? And 
can you see why medical specialists, 
who have fattened or enormous fees 
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from the gullible public, would be 
against it? If Koch is right, they lose 
their specialist status and their big fats 
fees, and you, the public, can save your- 
self a fortune in money and _ better 


health! 
Are you beginning to get the point? 


Now remember that I am not telling 
you that this drug, glyoxylide, is a 
cure-all for all diseases. Even the 
Christian Medical Research League, 
which is now fathering the treatment, 
claims only 40 to 60 per cent cures for 
cancer. And it seldom works after the 
X-ray treatment has been used. It does 
not always work on other diseases, and 
further research in producing other 
antibiotics similar to glyoxylide, is now 
in progress. But even, if as the presi- 
dent of Dow Chemical Company has 
said, it cures but 10 per cent of all 
cancer cases, isn’t it worth further 
study and extensive and fair testing by 
medical authorities? 


Why is your doctor afraid to use 
this drug? Why, if this drug is nothing 
but distilled water, does the Food and 
Drug Administration oppose it? Why, 
if the drug is nothing but distilled 
water, has Dr. Koch been persecuted 
until literally driven into doing his 
experimenting in Canada and Brazil? 
And why did the British Columbia 
(Canada) department of agriculture 
in its official report state that “after 
careful study of the literature, the Min- 
ister (of agriculture) decided that an 
entirely new approach to the study of 
disease and its treatment had been dis- 
closed” . .. In concluding, we have 
thought it well to place on record here, 
authentic clinical data concerning an 
infectious, contagious disease for which 
today, except for the Koch treatment, 
there is no known cure (mastitis) after 
symptoms develop. There is no other 
available method to immunize cattle 
against this infection.” 


Could distilled water have fooled the 
experts in the department of agricul- 
ture of British Columbia, Canada? Of 
course not. Somebody is playing tricks 
with your health and your life, Mr. 
and Mrs. America—somebody who has 
a deep interest in your pocketbook, 
perhaps. 


To Dr. Koch, who will receive a copy 
of this article, we say, God Bless you 
in your work. May God forgive us for 
the years that we have tortured you by 
neglect. May He forgive us for the 
years of frustration that you have en- 
dured. May He forgive us for all the 
slurs in all the newspapers that you 
have had to read. May He forgive us 


dured in your efforts to help a world 
that scorned your efforts. God help 
us for what we have done to you, to 
Galileo, to Copernicus, Harvey, Sem- 
melweis, yes, even to Jesus; and to every 
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HE KOCH TREATMENT cuts 

deep into the profits of the drug 
industry. The same is true with regard 
to the use of X-ray and radium. . 
not to mention fees for surgery and 
hospital atiention. 


When this fact is understood, there 
remains no mystery regarding Dr. 
Koch’s opposition. But fortunately, 
individual doctors engaged in commu- 
nity practice are honest men, putting 
forth sincere efforts to relieve pain. 


A censorship of many years stand- 
ing, imposed under the direction of 
Morris Fishbein, has kept Dr. Koch’s 
discoveries from being accepted by the 
medical profession. But at last the 
light is breaking. Doctors in ever-in- 
creasing numbers are being added to the 
list of those administering the treat- 
ment.

Per HAS always had His newsmen. 
They have been forth-tellers of 
good news, a saving Gospel, and a 
great salvation. 


In Old Testament times, the proph- 
ets “published glad tidings” of good 
things. The disciples and apostles of 
Christ proclaimed the news of salva- 
tion which He brought and the Gospel 
that He gave. The Gospel of Christ is 
“good news” to lost humanity. 


Too often, secular newsmen empha- 
size stories of crime, men’s exploits and 
the world of business and commerce. 
They seldom publish any really good 
news. To them, religion is a secondary 
matter, but te God’s newsmen, the Gos- 
pel is of primary importance. 

Every person is publishing something 
—either of themselves and their ac- 
tivities, or of the world and the things 
of time. Yet what humanity needs is 
the “good news of the Gospel of 
Christ” to change lives, create a desire 
for Bible knowledge, destroy evil 
forces and promote righteous standards 
of living. 

At Christ’s birth, the angel of the 
Lord said: “Fear not: for, behold, I 
bring you good tidings of great joy, 





which shall be to all people. For unto 


you is born this day in the city of David 
a Saviour, which is Christ the Lord.” 
(Luke 2:10-11) 

Thus spoke God’s newsman, the angel 
of the Lord, when he brought “tidings of 
great joy ... to all people.” 


WHO ARE GOD’S NEWSMEN? 


Not only are pastors, evangelists, 
Sunday School teachers and church 
officers called to the witnesses of the 
truth of the Gospel . . . but every soul 
who has experienced the grace of God 
is expected to publish the news. He 
has been called, ordained and chosen. 

Matthew said: “This gospel of the 
kingdom shall be preached in all the 
world.” Mark said: “The gospel must 
first be published among all nations.” 
Christians are preachers and _ pub- 
lishers. 

The zeal of God’s newsmen must be 
backed up by righteous, personal con- 
duct. They must be sincere, honest, 
separate from the worldliness of this 
age, and dedicated to the service of 
God. They have an important task to 
perform and their devotion to the cause 
must be above question. 

A minister, residing in a university 
city, was visited by his aged father. 
One day the son said: 
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“What shall I preach? If I preach 
about science, there sits the professor 
of science. If I preach about education 
there sits the professor of education. 
If I preach about other subjects, there 
sit the different professors of the uni- 
versity.” 


The father replied: “Preach the Gos- 
pel, for they don’t know very much 
about it.” 


Secular newsmen sometimes become 
unpopular and are threatened with 
harm for their exposures of crime, 
violence and injustice. God’s newsmen 
should be willing to risk their popularity 
when called on to expose sin, probe the 
conscience, raise standards and preach 


Christ. 
TO WHOM PROCLAIMED? 


The “circulation list” of God’s news- 
men includes the unsaved everywhere. 
They bring good tidings to sinners, to 
backsliders, to the poor and needy, to 
those who are led captive by Satan, 
and to those who are enamored by the 
ways of this world. 


They say to the wicked, “Turn ye, 
turn ye, for why will ye die?” They 
warn the wicked, comfort the weak and 
show patience toward all men. “Know- 
ing the terror of the Lord, we persuade 
men,” even as Paul, the great New 
Testament newsman, once said. They 
help the sick and the sad, the lonely 
and the dying, the rich and the poor, 
the high and the low. They must not 
deny the good news of the Gospel to 
any man who is willing to listen. 


Christ, the greatest of all newsmen, 
fulfilled the prophecy concerning Him- 
self, when He said: “The Spirit of the 
Lord is upon me, because he hath 
anointed me to preach the Gospel to the 
poor; he hath sent me to heal the 
broken hearted, to preach deliverance 
to the captives, and recovering of sight 
to the blind, to set at liberty them that 
are bruised, To preach the acceptable 
year of the Lord.” 


About a year ago, an Oregon minister 
was attending a religious assemblage 
in Holland. While he and another 
preacher were having lunch in an Am- 
sterdam restaurant, a newspaper man of 
that city inquired if they were Ameri- 
cans, and when they so affirmed, asked 
if he could join them. They readily 
consented. 


“Are you newspaper men?” the Hol- 
land newsman inquired. 


“Yes, we are in the business of cir- 
culating news,” answered one of the 
ministers. 
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“What do you write about?” asked 
the Hollander. 


“We write about life, liberty and se- 
curity.” 


The man did not understand and 
wanted to know what life, what lib- 
erty, what manner of security? 


Here God’s newsmen had an oppor- 
tunity to present the good news of the 
Gospel, and witness to the journalist 
of Christ and the things of life that are 
really important. It was very cleverly 
done. 


We need more wisdom and tact in the 
task of soul winning . . . so that we 
can testify successfully and without of- 
fense at dinner tables, social gatherings 
and on personal visits. Every layman 
can be a successful newsman. 


THE NATURE OF OUR NEWS 


The good news which servants of 
Christ proclaim carries an appeal to 
all types and classes of people. The 
message is for “whosoever will.” 


We proclaim the Gospel that Christ 
died for us and arose again for our 
justification. We declare that He is a 
living Christ and ever liveth to make 
intercession for the righteous. We af- 
firm our faith in the power and glory 
of the Godhead—Father, Son and Holy 
Spirit. 

We emphasize our faith in the Bible 
as supernaturally inspired. We affirm 
our belief in the necessity of repentance 
for all sinners. We urge them to con- 
fess their sins, believe in Christ unto 
salvation, and be born again. (John 
3:1-16) 


We give forth the good news of de- 
liverance from sin—its penalty, power, 
pollution and ultimately its very pres- 
ence. We reveal Christ, God’s de- 
liverer, offering victory over sin and 
Satan, until souls may become like 
Him. 


We proclaim the good news of peace 
—peace with God, peace in the heart 
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and peace among the nations. Until 
the Prince of Peace lives and reigns 
over the earth, the schemes of man will 
fail and the world live under the 
shadow of war. In the language of 
Paul, “We preach Christ” . . . as the 
only hope of the world. 


We proclaim the blood of Christ as 
sufficient for men’s redemption, by 
which they can be restored to the image 
of God and become heirs and joint 
heirs with Christ. 


We declare that in Christ, men have 
eternal liie, and that they may know 
they have it. (1 John 5:12) 


We spread abroad the news that 
Christ offers rest to the toiler on the 
rocky paths of sin. “Come unto me, all 
ye that labour and are heavy laden, and 
{ will give you rest.” (Matthew 11:28) 


We proclaim the certainty of the be- 
liever’s position in Christ. The apostles 
were secure in Christ on the sea, with 
wind and waves all around. The old 
Swedish hymn is very revealing: 

More secure is no one ever, 
Than the loved ones of the Saviour; 
Not yon star on high abiding, 
Nor the bird in love-nest hiding. 


We declare that Christ can heal the 
sick by simple faith in answer to 
prayer. Multitudes of people have 
bright and shining testimonies regard- 
ing this phase of the good news. 


We declare tnat Christ’s wisdom sur- 
passes all the wisdom of men. He is 
our counsellor in both material and 
eternal things, giving us daily guid- 
ance. “The wisdom that is from above 
is first pure, then peaceable, gentle, 
and easy to be intreated, full of mercy 
and good fruits, without partiality, and 
without hypocrisy.” (James 3:17) 


God’s newsmen have a glorious com- 
mission. They bring tidings of good 
cheer. “Be of good cheer; 1 have over- 
come the world.” (John 16:33) “Be 
of good cheer; thy sins be forgiven 
thee.” (Matthew 9:2) 


It makes a great difference how we 
state the good news. When Napoleon 
was defeated at Waterloo, the signals 
in the fog seemed to say, “Wellington 
defeated . . .” But by and by it was re- 
vealed as “Weilington deteated Na- 
poleon.” God’s newsmen must exer- 
cise care and never get their signals 
crossed. They must not give a hyphen- 
ated or diluted message. 

We have the message that Christ de- 
feated Satan. He is victor over hell, 
death and sin. He is our Saviour, Re- 
deemer and coming King. 

In the language of the well known 
Gospel song, “Teil it, tell it, wherever 


you go.”

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Me PRESIDENT, today the Presi- 


dent of the Unitéd States issued a 
statement to the effect that the statement 
I made to the Senate, fixing the responsi- 
bility on the shoulders of Mr. Dean 
Acheson for the blood of the boys in 
Korea, was so “contemptible” as not to 
be worthy of any comment. However, 
he did make comment. 


Mr. President, Secretary of State 
Acheson has blundered the United 
States into war in Korea. What is worse, 
he may have blundered us into war in 
other parts of the world. 


Dean Acheson’s pal, Alger Hiss and 
his clique, played a major role in 
drafting the infamous Yalta agreement, 
which President Truman ratified at 
Potsdam. 


Acheson carried out this appease- 
Russia policy up to a few weeks ago 
when the President himelf repudiated 
Mr. Acheson’s let-the-dust-settle atti- 
tude, but it was too late to avert war. 
And Acheson still lingers on in the 
State Department. 


It was Acheson’s consistent appease- 
ment and coddling of Russia that paved 
the way for the Moscow-directed Com- 
munists to overrun China, and for the 
Moscow-directed North Koreans to 
spring upon the Republic of South 
Korea. 


Acheson’s bungling in western Eu- 
rope may prove to be equally disas- 
trous, for he knocked peace in the 
head, by his years of effort to impose 
the revengeful Morgenthau plan upon 
western Germany. 


In line with the Communists’ wishes, 
he has stubbornly fought inclusion of 
anti-Communist Spain in the defense 
network of western Europe. And he 
has stood out against arming western 
Germany, thereby leaving a corridor 
from Russia to the English Channel. 
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America’s military security has become 


secondary to Acheson’s political ma- 
neuvers. 


We have spent more than $50,000,- 
000,000 in cash and goods in peace- 
time lendlease, economic recovery, and 
for military preparedness in western 
Europe since the war, and today the 
chairman of the Senate Armed Serv- 
ices Committee told the Senate that 
western Europe is woefully unprepared 
for possible aggression and we should 
give consideration to increasing our 
American troops in western Europe. 
Acheson is against arming Japan and 
obviously Communist aggression is a 
threat to that country. 


Contemptible? 


In 1945, Acheson sought to establish 
a four-power commission to control 
occupied Japan. General MacArthur 
was to receive his orders from that 
commission in which Russia would 
have an equal voice with the United 
States. 


In Korea, we are now reaping the 
whirlwind of Acheson’s blunders and 
the President seems to be so confused 
and perplexed by the flood of events, 
that he is blind to the devious paths 
down which Acheson has advised him. 


One day the President says there is 
no need for UMT and within 48 hours 
he asks Congress, through the Secre- 
tary of Defense for passage of the Uni- 
versal Military Training bill. 


The American people are alert to 
the blunders of the Truman adminis- 
tration. They have seen Acheson’s 
policies lead us down the road to an- 
other war. In any other country, Ache- 
son long ago would have received a 
vote of no confidence. The President’s 
failure to remove Acheson, after re- 
pudiating his stupid foreign policies, 
is “contemptible.” 


Let the President appoint as Secre- 
tary of State some one in whom the 
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people have confidence; 
some one who is in sympathy with the 
present policy in South Korea. Under 
that kind of leadership we shall go 
forward to victory in Korea, and under 
that kind of leadership we shall have 
a foreign policy in keeping with Amer- 
ican traditions and American _prin- 
ciples. Under that kind of leadership 
lies hope for durable peace.

R. RANKIN. Mr. Speaker, I de- 


sire to join the gentleman from 
Georgia (Mr. Cox) in paying tribute 
to the Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities. 

I know what it means to take the 
persecution of the enemies within our 
gates, because I was on the Committee 
on Un-American Activities for four 
years. I ran parliamentary interference 
for Martin Dies here on the floor all 
the time he was head of the Committee. 


In my opinion, if Martin Dies had 
had the support he should have re- 
ceived, our boys would not be dying in 
Korea today, because Hiss, the man 
who sold us out at Yalta, would have 
been exposed long before that calamity 
occurred. 


Mr. HOFFMAN of Michigan. Mr. 
Speaker, will the gentleman yield? 


Mr. RANKIN. I yield for a question. 
Mr. HOFFMAN of Michigan. The 


gentleman talked about running in- 
terference for Martin Dies. I know 
you did, and I know what your reward 
was, you and the gentleman from Lou- 
isiana (Mr. Hebert); you were thrown 
off the Committee. That was your re- 
ward for fighting Communists. 


Mr. RANKIN. I am not complaining 
about that. I really have all the work 
I can do now. But I want it known 
that I am still here to back this Com- 
mittee; and I think it is about time the

administration woke up and cleaned 
house and fumigated every agency of 
the Government from the staff of the 
White House to the Bureau of the Cen- 
sus. 


It is not worth anything to go to 
Hawaii and pick up a few Commu- 
nists, or drive them underground, if 
you are going to leave them in key 
positions on the White House staff, or 
in the Department of State, the Depart- 
ment of Justice, or any other depart- 
ment, or even circulating around the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 


My Country comes first. 


Our first duty is to this Republic, its 
flag, and its people. I say that it is 
time now for the administration to wake 
up, clean out these subversives, and 
put only “Americans on guard,” as 
George Washington said; let us get rid 
of these communistic aliens, their 
sympathizers, and fellow travelers, 
who are trying to undermine and de- 
stroy this Government. 


Mr. Speaker, Caesar had his Brutus, 
Washington had his Benedict Arnold, 
and America today has these enemies 
within her gates who are working to 
destroy everything our boys are told 
they are fighting for on foreign battle- 
fields today. 


I call on the President to join in 
this house cleaning and quit talking 
about “red herrings.” Let us talk 
about these Reds and fellow travelers, 
if you please, who are on the Federal 
payroll in key positions.

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— WE get any deeper into 
war, this Country should make one 
major change in our leadership: 


We should have a new Secretary of 
Defense. 


Mr. Louis Johnson has met with dis- 
mal failure the first great test placed 
upon him and his new “unified” de- 
partment. 


And, this time, there is less excuse 
for it than, perhaps, at any time in 
our history, since, on this occasion, we, 
ourselves, have been talking about the 
Soviet peril for 5 years, and it has been 
a major topic of discussion by every 
one of our top leaders—including Mr. 
Johnson. 


Yet, this much-discussed Soviet peril 
materializes suddenly in the form of a 
shooting war, and we find ourselves 
no better prepared than we were in 
World War I, and not as well as in 
World War II. 


This is not a situation to be tolerated 
by the American people. 


Congress, apparently, is willing to 
let this governmental failure slide. A 
general whitewash of Mr. Truman, 
Mr. Johnson and Mr. Acheson seems 
to be in the making. 


There appeared an abortive attempt 
a few weeks ago to lay the Korean 
failure at General MacArthur’s door- 
step—something like the Pearl Harbor 
situation, in which Admiral Kimmel 
and General Short were left holding 
the bag for shortcomings of the ad- 
ministration and high command. 


But, General MacArthur. forestalled 
this one quickly. He got the truth out 
at once—that he, as commander of 
Japan, had nothing to do with Korea, 
which was the State Department’s re- 
sponsibility. 


Columnist Ray Tucker reported re- 
cently that “documented evidence pre- 
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sented to the House Armed Services 
Committee by Rear Adm. Roscoe H. 
Hillenkoetter, head of the Central In- 
telligence Agency, convinces both 
Democratic and Republican members 
of that body that President Truman, 
Secretary Acheson and Secretary John- 
son were given full warning of the 
North Korean attack on June 25, but 
failed to heed it.” 


And, as plain indication of his un- 
fitness for the task of head of our uni- 
fied Armed Forces, Mr. Johnson was 
instrumental in the elimination of our 
Navy and Naval Air Force as immedi- 
ate defense arms. 


The President undoubtedly shares 
Mr. Johnson’s guilt in this respect. . . 


Americans do not want to pay with 
the lives of their boys for the mistakes 
of such incompetent executives as Mr. 
Johnson. 


Mr. Truman has indicated he would 
not displace him. Mr. Truman should 
face a demand by Congress and the 
people that he fire Mr. Johnson. 


The Country’s welfare, the lives of 
our fighting men, deserve the protec- 
tion of the best leadership we can get. 


Mr. Johnson’s record does not show 
that kind of leadership.

_ BARUCH appeared be- 


fore Congress Wednesday to urge 
all-out mobilization, including ration- 
ing and freezing of wages, prices, and 
rents. For years Mr. Baruch has been 
talking this way. 


Thus in June, 1947, he urged imme- 
diate passage of a law empowering the 
Government to draft men and women 
for farms and factories as well as for 
military service. 
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After making millions in railroad, 
steel, copper, rubber, and other stocks 
and promotions, Mr. Baruch became 
interested in politics. An acquaintance 
with William F. McCombs, chairman of 
the Democratic National Committee in 
1912, and a large campaign contribu- 
tion that year, put him in on the ground 
floor with the Wilson administration 
and he was made head of the War In- 
dustries Board. 








This experience with the functioning 
of the Government so impressed him 
that he has ever since constituted him- 
self the adviser to Presidents, Cabinet 
members, Members of Congress, and 
candidates for public office. 


In 1946 he told a congressional com- 
mittee that wartime price control ought 
not to be allowed to lapse. This was at 
a time when the price-fixing regime 
had resulted in discouraging produc- 
tion and disorganizing distribution. 


In spite of the fact that Mr. Ba- 
ruch’s proposal for the continuation 
of OPA had Mr. Truman’s enthusias- 
tic support, OPA was allowed to lapse. 


Thereafter goods came back to the 
market and production of consumer 
goods assumed truly remarkable pro- 
portions. Within a short time all 
shortages which had existed under 
OPA disappeared, except one—hous- 
ing. Continued rent control was _ re- 
sponsible for that. 


That Mr. Baruch is not the great 
genius some people seem to suppose 
him to be is indicated also by the part 
he played in the early phases of the 
Roosevelt administration. | Baruch’s 
outstanding contribution to the first 
Roosevelt administration was NRA. He 
contributed his $25,000-a-year em- 
ployee, Hugh Johnson, to the brain 
trust to work out and direct the NRA, 
which was sometimes referred to as a 
Baruch masterpiece. 


The National Recovery Act, it will 
be remembered, was the act signed by 
President Roosevelt June 16, 1933, 
providing for industrial codes of fair 
competition which, it was asserted, 
would restore the Country to prosperity 
by increasing employment and raising 
wages. The act was declared uncon- 
stitutional by the Supreme Court on 
May 27, 1935, in the Schechter, or 
sick-chicken case. 


Baruch’s NRA did not have the ex- 
pected effect. Prof. Garfield Cox, of 
the University of Chicago, reported to 
an annual meeting of the American 
Economic Association that the 4-month 
drop which followed the introduction 
of the NRA has never been equaled ex- 
cept in the panic collapses of 1893 and 


1907. On the other hand, the advance 
which followed the Schechter decision 
against NRA is the broadest and best 
sustained to date.

in Czechoslovakia: 





Statements have been broadcast and 
published reporting that on June 17 
last, under a decree issued by the central 
executive of the national committee (the 
recently established organ of local gov- 
ernment in Czechoslovakia), the Sal- 
vation Army in that country has been 


disbanded. 


Having no direct communication with 
our officers in Czechoslovakia, I am 
naturally without detailed news, though 
we are aware that at least two of our 
faithful officers are imprisoned, that the 
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rest have been forbidden to continue 
their work, and our properties have been 
confiscated. 

Speaking with full responsibility as 
the international leader of the Salvation 
Army, I deny that any Salvation Army 
officer in Czechoslovakia has been en- 
gaged in any action which the govern- 
ment of that country could accurately 
describe as subversive. As all informed 
quarters have known for many years, the 
Army is nonpolitical, and any officer 
so misguided as to participate in politi- 
cal activities would come under the im- 
mediate discipline of the Army’s own 
regulations without waiting for action 
by any secular authority. 

I am aware that no word or deed of 
mine can prevent my comrade-Salva- 
tionists in Czechoslovakia from suffer- 
ing the unwarranted restrictions im- 
posed by this latest decree. I must, how- 
ever, point out that by this order their 
government has brought to an untimely 
end the beneficent activities of a small 
but influential group of their own 
countrymen who, for the past 31 years, 
have labored solely to benefit their own 
land and people. 

The Salvationist is the servant of all, 
and he is willing to work and witness for 
Christ in any land, whatever the politi- 
cal color of the government. His preach- 
ing is a simple and uncontroversial testi- 
mony to the saving grace of God which 
he himself has personally experienced, 
and his service is expressed by an eager 
hand outstretched to any in need. 


How can such activities be deemed 
subversive—unless the very Gospel it- 
self be regarded as such. 


In the name of Christ I record my pro- 
test, and call on Salvationists every- 
where to protest against an order which 
forbids our officers and soldiers to 
preach the Gospel. 

Though our public work in Czecho- 
slovakia must cease for the time being, 
the Salvation Army will not accept as 
final the authority of any secular gov- 
ernment to forbid spiritual work. There- 
fore we shall continue to think of our 
comrades in Czechoslovakia as Salva- 
tionists in spirit and purpose, and still 
regard them as a living part of the in- 
ternational body of the Salvation Army. 


Communicate with them we cannot, 
but pray for them we can—and shall. 
That is a power no secular authority can 
suppress, and I call upon all Salvation- 
ists everywhere to pray that their com- 
rades may be upheld during this time 
of testing, and that the will of God may 
overrule the passions and prejudices of 
men. 

It is my desire that in every territory 
throughout the Salvation Army special 
meetings for prayer shall be held. 
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commercial artist, was an agnostic. 
His mother insisted, however, that the 
children be baptized as Episcopalians. 
In an atmosphere of genteel culture, 
Whittaker grew up to be a quiet, in- 
tense youth, with a ready facility for the 
manipulation of abstract ideas. 


Becoming impatient at last with his 
mother’s insistence that he go to col- 
lege, Whittaker ran away from home, 
drifting across the Country as a day 
laborer. He finally became chastened 
with his wanderings and returned home, 
ready for Columbia University. 


There he found himself thrust into 
one of many groups of campus intel- 
lectuals who were bright, cynical and 
seething with ambition to remake the 
world according to the Soviet pattern. 
Friends and teachers chipped away at 
Chambers through the medium of mod- 
ern art and literature. His mind be- 
came fermented with new ideas and the 
shallow iconoclasm of the liberals. 
Joining the staff of the college literary 
magazine, his skill as a writer quickly 
won him the position of editor. 


Impatient with college life after a 
time, Chambers again “ran away”— 
this time to Europe with a school chum. 
The chaos, careening inflation and 
psychosis of defeat in Germany, during 
the early °20s staggered him. 


Across Europe, people seemed in 
the grip of a demoralized listlessness. 
At night, Communist students surged 
through the streets shouting the tender 
Marxist anthem, “Grease the guillotine 
with the fat of tyrants . . . Blood, blood, 
blood must flow.” Europe was a waste- 
land. 


The young man returned home with a 
driving social consciousness, searching 
desperately for a solution to the prob- 
lems of the world. 


“One evil hour, walking along Fourth 
Avenue and browsing in the book 
shops, I came across a booklet in a 
fire sale,’ Chambers recalls. “It was 
called ‘A Soviet at Work,’ and it was 
written by Lenin.” Lenin’s theory of a 
functioning soviet fastened itself upon 
his mind and moved him to action. 


“No one recruited me,” Chambers 
testified in Washington many years 
later. ‘At the crossroads, the evil 
thing, Communism, lies in wait with a 
simple answer.” He sought out a 
neighborhood branch of the Commu- 
nist Party, and in a dirty slum loft, got 
his first view of those who work to 
create chaos in America. 


\ 


Instead of a tough-minded and dis- 
ciplined cell of Communists, he found 
a noisily squabbling group, the dregs 
of discontent, more concerned with 
factional arguments than the revolu- 
tion. 


Refusing to be disillusioned, Cham- 
bers plunged into Party activities, 
eventually landing on the staff of the 
Daily Worker. Because of disgust over 
factional intrigue, he gave up the job 
and began devoting his time to free 
lance writing. 


When Moscow hailed one of his 
stories in 1931, the literary comissars 
of the Communist Party in America 
quickly gave him the post of editor of 
New Masses (a position previously 
held by Rex Stout, leader of the so- 
called “Friends of Democracy”). 


He was at his desk in the New Masses 
office when Max Bedacht, a high Com- 
munist functionary, called and di- 
rected him to go underground within 
24 hours. To this day Chambers does 
not know why he was chosen for the 
roll of a “faceless man.” 


As an apprentice spy, his first work 
was that of courier, and by dint of 
brains and zeal, he quickly rose in the 
Communist apparatus. By 1934 he had 
become a fully experienced and ardent 
disciple of Leninism, and the Comin- 
tern was ready to use him in the in- 
stallation of its Trojan Horse in the 
United States. 


Chambers was called to Washington 
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for a conference with J. Peters and 
Harold Ware. It was at this meeting, 
that he first heard the names of several 
dynamic young radicals whom Ware 
had forged into a cell. Among them 
was Alger Hiss.

LGER HISS was the fourth child 

born into a middle class Balti- 
more family. His father was a well-to- 
do merchant, and the Hiss family had 
no economic problems. But there were 
tragic and unsettling influences in the 
home which left their mark in his 
character and outlook. 


When Alger was two and a half 
years old, his father slashed his own 
throat with a razor. Some years later, 
one of his sisters committed suicide by 
drinking Lysol. Aside from this fam- 
ily history of morbidity, Alger lived 
a normal boy’s life. 


At Johns Hopkins University his 
quiet good looks and charming manner 
made him a campus favorite. He be- 
came a member of a socially superior 
fraternity, served on the staff of the 
campus paper and engaged in school 
politics. In 1926 his class voted him 
the “most popular, best all round hand 
shaker.” 


From Johns Hopkins he moved on to 
Harvard Law School. Hard working 
and keen minded, he stood out among 
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the brilliant young men of his class. 
Such teachers as Felix Frankfurter and 
Francis Sayer indoctrinated him with 
left-wing liberalism. Lee Pressman, 
destined to become a pro-Communist 
New Dealer, was among his classmates. 


Graduating cum laude, he stepped 
into one of the most coveted jobs open 
to a Harvard lawyer, secretary to Su- 
preme Court Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes . . . a position secured for 
him on the recommendation of the no- 
torious Frankfurter. 


During his one year term with 
Holmes, he married a headstrong 
young divorcee, Priscilla Hobson. Both 
were attracted by Socialism, and began 
attending lectures at the Rand School. 
In 1932 Mrs. Hiss joined the Socialist 
Party. It was at this time, also, that 
Hiss resumed his friendship with Lee 
Pressman, who had become “the big 
brain of the radical wing of the New 
Deal . . . brilliant, magnetic, domineer- 
ing.” 

As a member of the legal staff of 
Henry Wallace’s Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration, Pressman filled 
the division with clever and energetic 
friends, all destined to rise quickly in 
the New Deal hierarchy . . . Nathan 
Witt, Charles Kramer, John Abt and 
Alger Hiss—names now prominently as- 
sociated with the Communist movement 
of the United States. 


While this was happening in the 
A.A.A., other departments were being 
infiltrated in the same way, with the 
full knowledge and blessing of the 
White House. Meanwhile, the public 
was fed misleading propaganda. 


Washington was in those days a 
boom town for young men like Rexford 
Tugwell, who had their “sleeves rolled 
up to make America over.” Frank- 
furter planted scores of lawyers, form- 
er students of his Harvard Law School, 
in strategic positions. These radical 
appointees were dubbed “hot dog 
boys.” 

The Country is indebted to them, in 
large measure, for its present plight. 
In their positions, they were able to 
promote domestic Communism and at 
the same time shape government poli- 
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{ cies in favor of our enemy, Soviet 


Russia.

ISS AND CHAMBERS became 

good friends. Both were intel- 
lectually agile and enjoyed the stimu- 
lation of the other in conversation. 
Both were amateur ornithologists. 
Chambers saw in Hiss another bold 
Bolshevik, although of a different 
character than himself. 


While Chambers could be easily 
moved by emotion, Hiss was cold, 
shrewd and calculating. When the 
wives of the two men were introduced, 
a warm relationship developed, the 
Hisses being proud of their close as- 
sociation with an important Party 
functionary. 


It was some time before the con- 


spirators dared suggest the actual 
filching of government documents. 
Chambers doubtfully presented the 


scheme to Hiss, and found him agree- 
able. As a test, Hiss procured secret 
papers used by the Nye committee and 
transmitted them to Chambers for 
photographing with a Leica in the Hiss 
apartment. The negatives were for- 
warded to Moscow. 


The Kremlin was delighted. Soon 
Chambers was draining off top secret 
material and diverting the flow to a 
New York contact for Moscow. Nor 
was the Chambers ring the only agency 
of theft in the United States. Other ap- 
paratuses were operating in the Cap- 
ital. The government was honeycombed 
with operatives. 


For over a year, Chambers traveled 
back and forth between Washington, 
Baltimore and New York, carrying 
some of America’s most precious mili- 
tary and diplomatic secrets. Fifty- 
two times he made his trips, and might 
have continued until today, but for 
one thing: He still had a conscience. 


Chambers had driven from his mind 
such crimes as the “liquidation” of the 
Kulaks, and the man-made famine that 
took millions of Russian peasant lives. 
But the Moscow purge trials of 1937 
forced him to face his conscience. He 





saw that Communism was another form 
of totalitarianism, the triumph of 
which would mean “slavery and spir- 
itual night to the human soul and 
mind.” 


He knew that to simply announce, 
“[’'m quitting,” would be suicide. His 
comrades would kill him. 

Chapter seven of “Seeds of Trea- 
son,” which the authors have entitled 
“Break and Run,” tells how he quietly 
made preparations to “disappear” 
from Communist circles. By April 
1938, he was ready for the terrifying 
break. He gave to a nephew for safe 
keeping, the last batch of stolen docu- 
ments. If his family were to be kid- 
napped by the Communists, the evi- 
dence would be valuable for bargain- 
ing. Some of it was in the handwriting 


of Alger Hiss. 


Then he took his wife and children 
to Daytona Beach, Florida in an old 
automobile. There they hid for a 
month. By day Chambers slept while 
his wife kept guard. At night, he re- 


mained on watch. 


For months after returning to their 
Maryland home, he continued to live 
like a hunted man, “sleeping by day 
and watching through the night with 
gun or revolver within easy reach.”

1939, Chambers looked up an old 
friend, an editor of Time, and was 
hired as a writer, thus resuming the 
career dropped seven years earlier. 


There was at that time a Communist 
cell among the employees of this maga- 
zine, which probably explains its fre- 
quent distortions of the news .. . and 
why it has so often smeared exponents 
of fundamental Americanism. Cham- 
bers’ Communist colleagues on Time 
had nothing but contempt for him. 


When the Stalin-Hitler pact of Au- 
gust 24, 1939 was announced, Cham- 
bers realized with horror that hence- 
forth the German Gestapo would have 
access to information gathered by Com- 
munist spies in the United States. He 
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tried to think of ways for warning the 
Country, and at length decided to make 
his knowledge known to the one man 
with full power of action, the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 


No man better knew how the White 
House had for years encouraged Com- 
munism both at home and abroad, but 
the new alliance between Berlin and 
Moscow seemed to be producing a 
change. At any rate, Chambers con- 
vinced himself that an effort should be 
made. 


The bizarre record of what followed 
is outlined in the chapter, “The Slow 
Unfolding.” No one would listen! 
Government officials who should have 
instantly reached for the information, 
either showed no interest or seemed 
offended. 


When the Assistane Secretary of 
State at last agreed to carry the story 
directly to Roosevelt, he was told to 
“go jump in the lake, only in coarser 
language” (page 83). 


Years later, the Assistant Secretary 
testified that he also checked with Dean 
Acheson regarding Alger Hiss. Acheson 
said “he had known the family since 
childhood and he could vouch for them 
absolutely.” Felix Frankfurter gave 
Hiss exactly the same endorsement. 
Acheson and Frankfurter are the clos- 
est of friends. 


We read: “The record of his futile 
efforts, even during the period of the 
Hitler-Stalin pact, when friendship for 
the Soviet Union was at fairly low ebb, 
is an indication of the powerful forces 
which blocked a full investigation of 
the Chambers charges.” 


Senator Warren Austin, later chief 
American representative at the United 
Nations was told the facts, but refused to 
carry the explosive information to the 
American people. 


William C. Bullit, former Ambas- 
sador to Russia and a one-time Soviet 
partisan, heard about Chambers’ story 
and went straight to the White House. 
“FDR laughed and told him not to 
worry” (page 86). 


In 1944, a reporter came across a 
confidential FBI report, linking Hiss, 
Silvermaster (a notorious Communist 
in the government, strangely immune 
to interference) and 20 others. The 
report was submitted to the State De- 
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partment in 1943 and ignored. The 
Acheson-Hiss group was then in con- 
trol of the Department.

HAMBER’S rise with Time and 

Life was as spectacular as that of 
Hiss in diplomatic service, despite op- 
position on the part of the Communist 
cell which continued to flourish inside 
the magazine’s organization. He grad- 
ually rose and, as senior editor, was 
receiving a salary of $30,000 a year at 
the time he decided to tell everything 
to the Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities. 

By 1939, Alger Hiss was well on the 
way to a brilliant career. Somebody 
pulled the strings and he was made 
head of the Far Eastern Division of 
the State Department. Thereupon, de- 
cisions began to flow out of Washing- 
ton, giving Russia a free hand in the 
Orient. 


(Those decisions are directly re- 
sponsible for the fighting and blood- 
shed now taking place in Korea. And 
yet, when members of Congress were 
trying to oust Hiss and bring him to 
justice, the President of the United 
States did everything in his power to 
block the investigation. ) 


In 1942, when Hiss won another 
promotion, Russia was a war ally, and 
non-critical acceptance of the Soviet 
Union was practically official. This 
was the year when the New Deal started 
arresting Christian patriots for oppos- 
ing Communism, by charging them 
with “sedition.” 


(The Editor of The Defender was 
among those arrested and taken to 
Washington for trial. Had Commu- 
nists of the Hiss type succeeded in 
sending him to prison, a fatal prece- 
dent would have been established, ter- 
rorizing all opponents of the red 
menace into silence. ) 


When the office of Special Political 
Affairs was created in 1944, a sensi- 
tive area, Hiss became assistant direc- 
tor, and later, director. He was finally 
appointed Presidential adviser, and in 
that capacity attended the fateful Yalta 
conference. According to his own state- 
ment, he “helped formulate the Yalta 
agreement.” 








GOSPEL OF 
RECONCILIATION 
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At a meeting so star-studded with 
dignitaries as the Yalta Conference, 
protocol was very important. Roose- 
velt’s phone number was “1.”  Al- 
though the conference included Gen- 
eral Marshall, Secretary of State Stet- 
tinius, Admiral King and others, Alger 
Hiss’s phone number was “4,” His 
status was impressive. 


Before many chapters of “Seeds of 
Treason” are covered, the average 
reader will be amazed that espionage 
in the United States could have been 
conducted on such a scale. It is like 
the man of the house saying to a bur- 
glar: “Come in and help yourself.” 


The authors have performed a her- 
culean task in assembling, sifting aad 
collating such a vast amount of ma- 
terial . . . and reducing it to a readable, 
running story.

Rugged terrain, isolated mountain vil- 
lages, dense population, poverty, and 
struggle for existence, are features of 
its daily life.

Puerto Rico’s population is rising at 
the rate of 69,000 a year. Improve- 
ments have not been able to keep pace 
with this rapid increase. Unemploy- 
ment is high, cultivable land scarce, 
poverty universal, and everywhere, 
hungry hearts. 


The Defenders Movement was provi- 
dentially led, into this scene of misery 
and spiritual want, twenty years ago. 
It became immediately clear that the 
Pauline plan of establishing local 
churches under trained native leader- 
ship, was the ideal method for mis- 
sions in Puerto Rico. 


Experience has demonstrated _ the 
value of training native workers for 
the task of missionary evangelism. They 
do not have to spend years learning a 
language, and acquainting themselves 
with the customs and ways of the 
people. 





Over 150 Defender Churches, large 
and small, now dot the Island, under 
the supervision of consecrated Spanish- 
speaking Christians. But in this densely 
populated land of 500 persons to the 
square mile, our native workers are 
able to reach only a small percentage 
of the two-and-a-quarter-million souls 
who make up the population. 


The Defenders Theological Semin- 
ary was established to help meet the 
need for trained workers. The insti- 
tution is housed in a beautiful and 
commodious building which cost more 
than $60,000 to erect. The structure 
stands today a monument to the glory 
of Christ, and a testimony to the in- 
fluence of the Gospel among the Span- 
ish-speaking peoples of the world. 


Requirements for enrollment in the 
Seminary are rigid. The candidate 
must give evidence of sound conver- 
sion and a genuine desire to enter full- 
time service. There is always a large 
waiting list. The registration of stu- 
dents is therefore selective. Literally 
the “cream” of young Puerto Rican 
Christians is drawn off for training. 


The Seminary offers these young 
men a three-year course, based upon 
a curriculum which includes the fol- 
lowing subjects . . . New Testament, 
Old Testament, Church History, Homi- 
letics, Systematic Theology, Ecumenics, 
English, Spanish, Music, Missions, 
Evangelism,

Because of the poverty which exists 
in Puerto Rico, our students are not 
able to pay for their schooling. Their 
education must be underwritten by 
Christians residing in the United States. 
Friends who thus contribute to the 
support of students, for nine consecu- 
tive months, are known as “Sponsors.” 


Each Sponsor receives a photograph, 
biographical sketch and a written per- 
sonal testimony of his student, with 
regular reports of work done in the 
classroom. Sponsors are asked to pray 
daily for their students . . . and stu- 
dents for their sponsors. 


By practicing economy, the Semin- 
ary is able to operate at a cost of 
$17.50 per student, each month. This 
provides for such basic needs as food, 
dormitory accommodations, books and 
a few incidentals.

taught the people Gospel songs, and 
preached sermons designed to probe 
the conscience by emphasizing the 
certainty of a future judgment for 
sins committed in the body. Christ was 
exalted as the Healer of broken hearts 
and the Redeemer of wasted lives. 


On a certain Saturday night, after 
Dr. Rodriguez had given an invitation 
to accept Christ and attend Sunday 
School the next morning, a lady ap- 
proached him saying: “Two women, a 
mother and daughter, are dying in 
that house.” His informant pointed to 
a shack across the narrow street. 


Entering the premises, he saw one 
woman lying on a cot and another in a 
hammock. “How do you feel, mother?” 
was his greeting to the elder of the two. 


She was very weak. It was neces- 
sary to guess by the movement of her 
lips what she was saying. Really her 
words were, “I feel very, very sick.” 
The daughter’s condition was _ even 
worse. 


Dr. Rodriguez remembers that he was 
conscious of a divine presence. Jesus 
referred to the Holy Spirit as the “Com- 
forter,” an English word which comes 
to us from the Greek, “Paraclete” and 
means “one who stands at your side to 
help.” The unseen Helper was in the 
sick room when the good man knelt in 
prayer. 


Rising to his feet he sang the Spanish 
translation of our familiar hymn, “The 
Great Physician.” Thereupon he left a 
few coins and made his departure. 





To the surprise of many, there was a 
new face at worship services the next 
morning. This was the first time, in 
her life, that the mother ever attended 
Sunday School. The daughter was also 
instantly healed. Dr. Rodriguez took 
the last eleven verses of Luke 5:17 as 
his text for the morning devotional 
service. 


Christians in Guayama believe that 
their city is favored above others as a 
place where the prayers of Dr. Rodri- 
guez are answered. This idea has be- 
come something of a legend. He con- 
stantly receives prayer requests from 
ailing persons residing there. God is 
being glorified by this ministry. 


The latest case regarded by the whole 
community as a miracle was the re- 
covery of Mrs. Delia Mulet de Gon- 
zalez. Physicians in the Arroyo hos- 
pital told the family there was no hope 
of recovery. The patient was in a coma. 
Her son Jose Antonio came to Rio 
Piedras and asked Dr. Rodriguez to go 
with him and pray for his mother, if 
indeed, she was still alive. 


Three hours later, he was greeted 
only by sad faces in the hospital room. 
Opening his Testament to James 5:14- 
15, he read the passage and complied 
with the ordinance which it emphasizes. 
Mrs. Gonzalez’s daughter Ada knelt 
with him beside the bed during the 
prayer. 


After speaking a few words of en- 
couragement to the heart-broken rela- 
tives, Dr. Rodriguez began his trip back 
to Rio Piedras where manifold duties 
were awaiting him. Mrs. Gonzalez 
rallied and showed marked signs of 
improvement within an hour. She is 
in good health today. 


Dr. Rodriguez is a humble man. At 
no point is this grace more noticeable 
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than when considered in conection with 
his prayers for the sick. He is careful 
to give God the glory and make no 
claims for himself. 


PRAYER FOR PROTECTION 


“Because he hath set his love upon 
me, therefore will I deliver him: He 
shall call upon me, and I will answer 
him: I will be with him in trouble; I 
will deliver him, and honour him.” 
Psalm 91:14-15. 


ITp* RODRIGUEZ regards the mi- 
raculous element in human exper- 
ience as being God’s normal mode of 
operation. Prayer is a habit with him. 
It is his heart’s desire to be at all 
times within speaking distance of the 
Heavenly Father. 




















He knows what is required to sustain 
this relationship. One of his favorite 
Scripture texts is, “Blessed are the 
pure in heart: for they shall see (ex- 
perience) God.” Prayer is to him pri- 
marily an attitude of heart and mind. 
Words spoken on bended knee are 
useful only when indicted by the power 
that results from a whole-hearted con- 
secration to the will of God. 


There are numerous instances in the 
Bible of God’s servants being saved 
from danger by receiving advance warn- 
ings on spiritual levels. They have 
discerned situations for which there 
were no logical explanations. Dr. Rod- 
riguez has had several such experiences. 


Puerto Rico had its worst storm and 
hurricane when he was two years old. 
The part of the Island where his par- 
ents lived was left in a state of deves- 
tation. During the hours that the wind 
and rain released furious blasts, he 
was held tightly in his mother’s arms. 
Both were caught in a situation where 
they almost perished. Natives who 
knew of the incident said their survival 
was a miracle. 


Dr. Rodriguez invariably senses dan- 
ger in advance. Warning mesages have 
come to him on several occasions. This 
was true in 1917 before crossing the 
water to reach the Island of Culebra. 
While preparing for the missionary mis- 
sion he came under a depression that 
drove him to prayer. 


A storm developed during the trip 
which threatened the life of every pas- 
senger. The small boat was tossed like 
a toy. Parts of it were destroyed. 


Everyone on board was drenched to the 
skin. For a time the vessel seemed about 
to fill with water. Finally it limped to 
land. The captain said he believed a 
miracle had kept it from sinking.

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It often happens that Dr. Rodriguez 
travels lonely, and sometimes danger- 
ous mountain trails, by horseback. On 
those occasions, the horse must be de- 
pendable to assure the rider’s safety. 
The horses of Puerto Rico are small 
and for most part gentle and sure- 
footed. 


An exception to the rule occurred in 
a dark night on Vieques Island when Dr. 
Rodriguez was returning from a heavy 
day of missionary itinerating. The 
animal which he was riding became 
frightened by something on the trail and 
seemed to suddenly become loco, or as 
we would say, crazy. It broke into a 
mad run and was, from all indications, 
completely blind. The bridle broke and 
dangled at its feet. The minutes that 
followed found the faithful missionary 
utterly at the mercy of a wild horse. He 
was able to hold his balance only by 
clinging desperately to the animal’s 
mane. 


Fortunately, Dr. Rodriguez had been 
guided to prayer a few hours earlier by 
a premonition of impending danger. 
Not until the witness of the Spirit came 
did he feel free to proceed with the 
trip back to the village. With this ad- 
vance preparation, he knew that God 
would be “a very present help in 
trouble.” The horse ran headlong into 
a building but the rider was unharmed. 


Since the preparation of this manu- 
script began, Dr. Rodriguez has had 
another narrow escape from death, 
vindicating once more a _ providential 
care over his life and ministry. The 
promise of Psalm 91:11 was fulfilled 
by the experience. 
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Missionary duties of the Defenders 
organization called him to the Do- 
minican Republic a few weeks ago 
(July 1950). The trip, going and 
coming, was made by air. On the way 
back, the airplane’s motors went out of 
order. They were of course flying over 
water. 


The stewardess helped the passen- 
gers put on life preservers. She showed 
them how to open the emergency win- 
dows when the signal would be given. 
Last minute instructions were issued 
on how to leave the plane and leap 
into the water. All were exhorted to 
be calm and alert for instant action. 
The two men responsible for piloting 
the plane also put on life preservers 
and fastened open the door of the cabin. 
Every passenger was ready to jump. 


This tension continued for twenty- 
five minutes. Dr. Rodriguez prayed 
with a loud voice. He asked God to 
save everyone on board without the 
loss of a single life. He told the 
frightened group that the experience 
of Acts 27:21-25 was being repeated in 
their midst. He explained that they 
could be of good cheer because God 
had graciously intervened and_ all 
would be saved. 


Like Paul, in the foregoing passage, 
Dr. Rodriguez had been warned of 
trouble ahead two days earlier while 
praying in the Dominican Republic. 
Back home in Puerto Rico, his young- 
est daughter became upset by a vision 
she received which caused her to tell 
others that he was in great danger. 


When land was finally sighted in 
the distance, the pilot managed to 
lower the plane and effect a safe land- 
ing on the western tip of the Island 
near the town of Aguadilla. 


Passengers congregated around Dr. 
Rodriguez and with tear-stained faces 
confessed that they believed their lives 
had been saved for his sake. The pilot, 
co-pilot and stewardess said they re- 
garded deliverance, from what promised 
to be a major air disaster, as an an- 
swer to prayer. 


“And now I exhort you to be of good 
cheer: for there shall be no loss of any 
man’s life among you, but of the ship. 
For there stood by me this night the 
angel of God, whose I am, and whom 
I serve, Saying, Fear not, Paul; thou 
must be brought before Caesar: and, 
lo, God hath given thee all them that 
sail with thee. Wherefore, sirs, be of 
good cheer: for I believe God, that it 
shall be even as it was told me.” Acts 
2422-20.

W* HAVE before us a gripping 
and dramatic biography of one 
of God’s great servants, Evangelist 
Mordecai F. Ham . . . eighth preacher 
in an unbroken line of Baptist ministers, 
going back to Roger Williams, the pio- 
neer Baptist minister in the new world. 


Like the noted Evangelist himself, 
this biography written by his nephew, 
is irresistibly appealing. The follow- 
ing paragraph from the first chapter 
shows how Dr. Ham was marked for 
the ministry, by spiritual experience, 
even during boyhood: 


“From the time I was eight years 
old, I never thought of myself as any- 
thing but a Christian. At nine I had 
definite convictions that the Lord 
wanted me to preach, and the composi- 
tions I wrote for my school exercises 
sounded more like sermons than 
prose.” 


A friend tells of seeing young Mor- 
decai preaching to the neighborhood 
cats and dogs as a lad of seven. On 
one occasion he claims to have seen 
the boy trying to immerse a tom cat 
in a rain trough. When the subject 
vented its feline ferocity in objecting 
to “baptism,” Mordecai threw him to 
the ground with the disgusted excla- 
mation, “Go on, get sprinkled and go to 


hell.” 


The first chapter is devoted to the 
childhood and rich home life of the 
developing young preacher. It con- 
tains many incidents illustrating the 
background of the man who was to 
witness over a million public confes- 
sions of Christ in his meetings. 


“Fifty Years on the Battle Front for 
Christ” is crammed with detailed ac- 
counts of memorable evangelistic cam- 
paigns, sprinkled with humor and 
thrilling incidents. The Author devotes 
considerable space to reforms effected 
in cities visited by the Evangelist. He

explains how waves of opposition have 
often broken over the head of the 
prophet. 


Mordecai F. Ham has always made 
use of methods calculated to jar souls 
from indifference, causing them to 
think about things eternal. Enemies 
have sometimes accused him of “sen- 
sationalism,” but a ministry that has 
resulted in multitudes being forcibly 
awakened to sin, followed by conver- 
sion, must be judged according to re- 
sults. 


One of his most rousing — services, 
was preached over the scrap pile of 
several dozen wrecked whiskey stills, 
which converts had smashed and 
heaped on the lawn of a county court 
house. 


Newspaper reports, inserted by Dr. 


Ham’s biographer, testify to the con- 
stant success of his meetings, and their 


beneficient effect upon many com- 
munities. 
Atheists and the liquor _ interests 


plagued his footsteps during his early 
ministry . . . and the Jewish Anti-Defa- 
mation League has since begun where 
they left off. Malicious and false 
statements are circulated by this organ- 
ization, abusing and misrepresenting 
the Evangelist in a most shameful way. 


Confusion over the Jewish question, 
Dr. Ham believes, arises from the 
claim that they are a chosen people by 
virtue of natural descent from Abra- 
ham—which descent is, in most cases, 
purely imaginary. He says it is not 
natural birth, but spiritual — rebirth, 
that gives sonship and elects to the 
company of God. Because of these 
views, the Anti-Defamation League has 
made Dr. Ham the object of vitriolic 
attacks, in trying to undermine and 
destroy his ministry. 


The book relates many instances of 
providential care and special blessing 
in times of danger or adversity. The 
following is reproduced by the biogra- 
pher from the February 1930 issue of 
a magazine called The Taproot: 


“Reading like an exciting tale from a book 
of hair-breadth escapes, comes the news of 
the remarkable deliverance of a Ham Meet- 
ing congregation from a collapsing tabernacle 
without a single casualty. (The miracle oc- 
curred in Okmulgee, Oklahoma.) That this 








is no ordinary narrow-escape story is born 
out by all the facts entering into the case, 
but one in which the Lord blessedly intervened 
in behalf of His 
people and vindi- 
cated the message 
Dr. Ham was giv- 
ing at the very 
moment. 





“Oklahoma had 
just be en visited 
by a heavy storm 
of sleet, rain, and 
snow, accompan- 
ied by zero weath- 
er, which caused a 
layer of ice to form 
on the roofs of all 
buildings. Snow 
continued to fall, 
adding its extra 
weight, but no one 
suspected danger 
because taberna- 
cles are built to withstand ordinary weights 
of snow. 














“Dr. Watson, of the First Baptist Church, 
had thoughtfully phoned Dr. Ham earlier in 
the day to say that in case the tabernacle 
was not comfortably warm for the evening 
meeting, he would have the church heated in 
readiness for a transfer of the service. Dr. 
Ham agreed to this, but upon arriving at the 
tabernacle, found it to be comfortable, and 
no thought of transferring the service was en- 
tertained until later. 


“Dr. Ham began his sermon by announcing 
his texts found in Jeremiah 6; Matthew 24: 
and Revelation 3, using as his subject, ‘Peace 
Under Satan.’ He had just told the people 
how that many were lulled into a state of 
false peace under Satan, but that God’s peo- 
ple were never allowed to remain at ease 
when danger threatened them. He cited as 
examples ... Lot. who was not allowed to 
remain at peace in Sodom, but was warned 
of danger and was scarcely out of the city 
when it was destroyed. Just at this point, a 
timber creaked, and in the audience 
interrupted to remark, ‘Do you reckon there is 
any danger of the roof falling in?’ 





“Dr. Ham replied, ‘I guess not—it is just 
having shrinking pains instead of growing 
pains, just shrinking up to fit the size of the 
crowd on this bleak night.’ 


“Dr. Bjerragaard then suggested that they 
step over to the Baptist church and finish the 
service there, and Rev. Hilton seconded the 
suggestion. Dr. Ham said, ‘All right, I will 
finish the sermon at the Baptist Church,’ and 
without delay or alarm, the audience went 
out and hurried toward the church where 
seats were a premium. 


“The last person had just gotten clear of 
the doors when the center section crashed in 
with a roar, cutting down seats like a great 
knife. It takes little imagination to visualize 
the terror that would have resulted had the 
audience tarried a few minutes longer. 
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“The section above the pulpit was the first 
to fall in, and the pulpit, beside which Dr. Ham 
had been standing, was snapped from its sup- 
ports and sent hurtling many feet into the 
central section, while the entire speaker's 
platform was buried beneath heavy timber 
and ice and snow. 





“K fire alarm brought the departments and 
the police with hundreds of frightened citizens 
expecting to find scores of killed and maimed 
friends and neighbors in the ruins, but they 
had all been delivered, and miraculously so 
by the hand of God. 


“The Associated Press carried lengthy re- 
ports of the remarkable incident and conced- 
ed it to have been a miracle and more re- 
markable still because it so clearly vindicated 
the mesage of the Evangelist being delivered 
at the moment of the interruption.” 


“Fifty Years on the Battle Front with 
Christ” is a valuable contribution to 
the history of evangelism in America. 
The Author has utilized his sources of 
information to an advantage. He has 
written a thrilling story in language 
that will make every Christian reader a 
more zealous soul winner.

JAMES, A PILLAR IN THE | 
CHURCH | 





cts 15:13-30; Galatians 2:9-12 | 
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EMORY TEXT: “There is neither 

Jew nor Greek, there is neither 
bond nor free . . . for ye are all one in 
Christ Jesus.” Galatians 3:28. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE 
LESSON IS “PILLARS.” 


The New Testament mentions at 
least four men named James in the early 
Church. Today’s lesson refers to the 
son of Joseph and Mary, sometimes 
called “the Lord’s brother.” 


It is generally believed that he did 
not come to a knowledge of saving 
faith until the Lord’s special appear- 
ance to him after the resurrection. 
Two passages of Scripture support this 


view. (John 7:5 and I Corinthians 
15:7.) 

After his conversion, James grew 
rapidly into a tower of spiritual 


strength among the saints at Jerusalem. 
He was a firm disciplinarian and com- 
manded the respect of all. Paul refers 
to him as one of the “pillars” of the 
Church. 


Our lesson deals with a_ serious 
disagreement within the apostolic 
group. The fundamental doctrine of 


Grace and Works was involved. 


On missionary journeys, Paul and 
Barnabas preached justification by 
faith, and faith alone. Then, in the 
great Christian center at Antioch, whose 
membership had been drawn mainly 
from Gentiles, appeared a troublesome 
and fanatical type of agitators—the 
Judaizers. Their zeal for legalism, in- 
stead of soul winning and _ spiritual 
life, produced confusion. The demand 
that certain external observances be 
regarded as essential to salvation, re- 
minds us of the yoke placed by some 
modern groups upon their followers. 


They taught that to be a Christian, 
one must submit to the Judaistic cus- 
tom of circumcision, following there- 
after the Jewish law. Had the Church 
permitted this heresy to gain hold, its 
members would have soon been weighted 





down with innumerable stipulations 
and prohibitions of the Talmud—which 
Jesus had condemned. (See Matthew 
15:1-3; Matthew 23:4; Mark 7:7.) 


It was revolting to true believers, 
for a group of Antioch Jews to affirm 
racial superiority in the Church. This 
display of egoism was the antithesis 
of the Christian spirit. 


After conversion, a Gentile is a 
Christian . . . and it is un-Scriptural 
to refer to him as a “Gentile Chris- 
tian.” Nor is it Scriptural to call con- 
verts from Judaism, “Hebrew Chris- 
tians.” One might, with the same logic, 
speak of “Mohammedan Christians.” 


Paul recognized the heresy of the 
Judaizers as an attempt to implant 
anti-Christ Judaism in Christianity, 
and withstood them throughout his pub- 
lic ministry. Concerning circumcision 
he wrote: “For we are the circumci- 
sion, which worship God in the spirit, 
and rejoice in Christ Jesus, and have 
no confidence in the flesh.” Philip- 
pians 3:3. (See Galatians 5:6; Ephe- 
sians 2:11; Colossians 2:11.) 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ACTS 
15:13. 


“And after they had held their peace, 
James answered, saying, Men and 
brethren, hearken unto me.” 


It is somewhat surprising to find 
James presiding over this important 
assemblage. Members of the original 
apostolic band were there . . . includ- 
ing Peter, who had been given a special 
commission to “feed the lambs.” 


Leadership in Jerusalem, it ap- 
pears, had gradually shifted to James, 
while Peter devoted himself to super- 
visory work among the Churches. 
Again, there are indications that Peter 
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had grown unpopular with some, over 
his insistence that Gentiles be wel- 
comed into fellowship on the basis 
of faith alone. Not until Paul’s teach- 
ing on the in-Christed life became 
known and accepted, did the Church 
permanently throw off the shackles of 
Judaism. 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT 
SALVATION BY FAITH IS SUP- 
PORTED BY WORKS OF LOVE. 


It was almost the end of the century 
before Judaism had been stamped out 
of the Christian Church. Deeply rooted 
social and religious customs cannot be 
altered overnight. It so happens that 
“religion” sometimes separates men 
from God. By great tact and wisdom, 
James was able to keep things balanced 
at the Jerusalem headquarters, during 
the period when Christ’s followers were 
learning to discriminate between the 
harsh demands of Judaism and _ the 
spiritual qualities of the Church. 


The democratic process by which 
the Church settled the issue of today’s 
lesson is impressive. Spiritual men, 
depending upon the guidance of the 
Holy Spirit, weighed their differences 
in open assembly. Both sides were 
heard before James rose to render the 
decision. 

When men attempt to settle differ- 
ences themselves, tempers often flare 
and cruel words are passed. When all, 
however, are willing to pray out of 
sincere hearts, and abide by the direc- 
tion of the Holy Spirit, crucial mat- 
ters can be settled harmoniously and 
in a spirit of brotherly love. 


Before being stoned to death by a 
group of fanatical Jews in A. D. 62, 
James wrote an epistle which placed 
Grace and Works in precision rela- 
tionship. He explains that we are 
saved by faith to work. 


Atheists say there is no God. Idola- 
tors say there are many gods. Chris- 
tians know there is one God. But to 
stop there, would be a mistake. James 
says, Go to work. “Thou believest 
that there is one God; thou doest well; 
the devils also believe.” 

Faith and works are like the two 
oars of a boat, which when pulled in 
harmony, assure movement on the sur- 
face of the water. One oar, constantly 
used on the same side, sends the boat 
moving in circles.

PAUL, FAITHFUL TO THE 
VISION 


Acts 26:8-28 | 
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EMORY TEXT: “Be ye followers 
of me, even as I also am of 
Christ.” & Gor: 11:1, 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE 
LESSON IS “WITNESS.” 


Saul, the converted persecutor, was 
unquestionably the most brilliant in- 
tellect of his day. He came from Tar- 
sus, a well known seat of learning. 
There were three leading universities 
in his day—located at Tarsus, Alex- 
andria and Athens. In his writings, he 
quotes three Greek poets, indicating 
familiarity with the secular writings of 
his time. 


Next to Calvary and the Resurrec- 
tion, his conversion must be regarded 
as the greatest single achievement in 
the history of the Christian religion. 


He went to Jerusalem to attend a 
school were rabbis were trained. The 
institution was presided over by a bril- 
liant scholar named Gamaliel. In 
later years, Paul boasted of having sat 
at the feet of this noted teacher. 


After finishing his training, he left 
Jerusalem . . . but returned following 
the death of the Saviour. There is no 
record that he ever saw Jesus, except 
in vision, on the road to Damascus. The 
Church was only about three years old, 
when acting on orders from the leaders 
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of Jewry, he organized a terroristic 
campaign to destroy it. 


Terrible scenes ensued. With bands 
of persecutors, he hurried from city to 
city, synagogue to synagogue, house 
to house, persecuting, torturing, mur- 
dering, breaking up families, driving 
Christians into exile, forcing some to 
blaspheme the precious name of Christ. 


His conversion reflects the great 
power which Christ possesses to trans- 
form human lives. Our salvation 
reaches the “up and out,” as well as 
the “down and out.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ACTS 
26:18. 


“To open their eyes, and to turn 
them from darkness to light, and from 
the power of Satan unto God, that they 
may receive forgiveness of sins, and 
inheritance among them which are 
sanctified by faith that is in me.” 


This verse, outlining the five points 
of Paul’s commission, has been called 
“the gamut of the Gospel.” It may be 
considered a standard for all who 
preach the Gospel: 


(1) To open man’s eyes, the process 
by which the witnes brings conviction 
of the need of salvation. (2) Turning 
men from darkness to light, that moral 
reform which accompanies repentance 
and makes justification possible. (3) 
Deliverance from bondage to Satan, 
the transformation whereby evil habits 
and old ways are made to disappear. 
(4) Forgiveness of sins, witnessed to 
the soul by the Holy Spirit. (5) Adop- 
tion into the family of God, by which 
the believer is granted “inheritance 
among them which are sanctified by 


faith.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT 
WE MUST OBEY THE HEAV.- 
ENLY VISION. 


In today’s lesson, Paul retells the 
story of his meeting with Christ. Al- 
though acting as his own attorney in 
the court of Agrippa, his thought was 
not so much that of winning aquittal 
; as it was the hope of winning 
hearers to Christ. 


He reviewed his experience on the 
Damascus road and described the “light 
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from heaven above the brightness of 
the sun,” which was accompanied with 
the words: “I have appeared unto thee 
for this purpose, to make thee a min- 
ister and a witness. . . ” 


The meaning of “minister” is an 
under-rower, one who tugs at the oars 
under the guidance of another to bring 
the vessel to shore. The Greek word 
is martus. 


The same word is used in Acts 22:20 
when reference is made to another wit- 
ness, the faithful martyr, Stephen. A 
true witness will bear testimony even 
at the hazard and expense of his life. 
At that very moment, Paul, with the 
shadow of martyrdom already upon 
him, was witnessing with such power 
that King Agrippa cried out, “Almost 
thou persuadest me to be a Christian!” 


The apostle’s loyalty to the heavenly 
vision should inspire us, during these 
trying days, to press forward regard- 
less of opposition. We all have Agrip- 
pas before whom to faithfully repre- 
sent the Lord who loved us, and bought 
us, at such great cost.

BIBLE CHRISTIANITY 


Matthew 5:13:20; Phil. 1:21-30;

EMORY TEXT: “Let your light 

so shine before men, that they 
may see your good works, and glorify 
your Father which is in heaven.” Mat- 
thew 5:16. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE 
LESSON IS “RIGHTEOUSNESS.” 


From Genesis to Revelation, by pre- 
cept and example, parable and story, 
the Scriptures constantly emphasize 
the importance of character. “Be ye 
holy, for I am holy,” of the Old Testa- 
ment, finds echo in the Gospels and 
Epistles. There is no substitute for 
honest living. 


The world places value upon wealth, 
position, pleasure, learning and fame, 
yet these may be had without character. 
Christianity produces a radical change 
in human nature, transforming the 
individual by contact with Christ, 
producing an outreach that brings 
blessing to those around him. Char- 
acter is vertical and horizontal. It re- 
sults from vertical relationship with 
God. It comes into expression hori- 
zontally with men. 
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Salt, the strong and pungent antag- 
onist of spoilage, gave Christ His 
metaphor, with which to _ illustrate 
Christian influence. Jesus took a real- 
istic view of human nature, which as- 
sumed the world to be in a state of cor- 
ruption, and society in danger of dis- 
solution, if something were not done 
to check the forces of putrefaction. 


An antagonist of corruption in the 
natural realm is salt . . . and the re- 
sister of moral rottenness in society 
is the individual Christian, whose per- 
sonal character has been purified by 
the regenerating and sanctifying pres- 
ence of the Redeemer. 


“The salt of Jesus Christ must ever 
engage itself in conflict with rotten- 
ness. The disciples of Jesus are to be 
vital enough and healthy enough and 
pungent enough to encounter the cor- 
ruption and destroy it. They are to 
confront rottenness in politics; they are 
to meet it if in the realm of business; 
they are to be its enemies in the 
crowded streets of common intercourse; 
they are to defeat it in the quiet and 
sequestered ways of art and literature; 
everywhere they are to provide the 
antidote to corruption, and they are to 
overcome and destréy it.’—Dr. J. H. 
Jowett. ‘ 


The well-meaning mystics and ascet- 
ics of the Midd!e Ages missed the vital 
content of Christianity, when they 
withdrew from their fellow human 
beings, thinking to thereby foster per- 
sonal spirituality and devotion. The 
vital force of our holy Faith conquers 





evil wherever it is met, and there is no 
better way to grow in grace than to 
radiate Christ through righteous con- 
duct. 

“Let your light so shine.” On rainy 
days, Chicago bootblacks in the Loop, 
step into office buildings and put signs 
in the glass doors which read, “Shine 
inside.” Christ in the heart produces a 
spiritual glow in the thoughts, words 
and deeds of the believer. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MAT- 
THEW 5:20. 


“Except your righteousness shall 
exceed the righteousness of the scribes 
and Pharisees, ye shall in no case 
enter into the kingdom of heaven.” 


In this polemic, the Master was con- 
demning Judaism as a religion of ex- 
ternals. Christianity, on the other hand, 
is a religion of the heart. It gives man 
a new nature. Judaism only polished 
the outside. 


“Woe unto you, scribes and Phari- 
sees, hypocrites! for ye make clean 
the outside of the cup and of the plat- 
ter, but within they are full of extor- 
tion and excess.” Matthew 23:25. 


Side by side with the Law of Moses, 
the Pharisees had an equally manda- 
tory oral law, the Mishna, or part o 
the Talmud—a code which originated 
in Babylon. It imposed exact and mi- 
nute precepts upon the people, so bur- 
densome that worship became drudg- 
ery. Christ repudiated the whole sys- 
tem. He condemned its leaders as in- 
tolerant, avaricious, sensual and dis- 
solute. This caused them to demand 
His assassination. 








The Pharisees affected great piety, 
but Jesus indicted them because they 
lacked character, integrity and a 
knowledge of the love of God. It 
would probably have been impossible 
to exceed the Pharisees in the practice 
of formal religion . . . but the prac- 
tice of religion is not “righteousness.” 


Unless religious profession is trans- 
lated into character, it has no intrinsic 
value. Jesus called attention to the 
Ten Commandments as requiring per- 
fect love toward God and unselfish love 
for all mankind. 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT 
WE ARE EXPECTED TO BE LIV. 
ING EPISTLES FOR MEN TO 
READ. 


The daily life of the Christian 
should be an open book in which people 
can read the story of personal salva- 
tion. Today’s lesson lists certain vir- 
tues that come as a natural result of 
fellowship with the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Conversely, it records various restric- 
tions to which the true Christian will 
readily agree. 


“Prove all things; hold fast that 
which is good.” “Abstain from all ap- 
pearance of evil.” “In everything give 
thanks.” “Pray without ceasing.” 


James 1:22 is also quoted: “But be 
ye doers of the word, and not hearers 
only, deceiving your own selves.” This 
suggests that mental ascent to high 
ideals is not enough. James wanted to 
see resulis. We are expected to be more 
than theoretical Christians.

EMORY TEXT: “I count all 

things but loss for the excel- 
lency of the knowledge of Christ Jesus 
my Lord.” Philippians 3:8. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE 
LESSON IS “LIFE.” 


Jesus dealt constantly with abstract 
themes, but clothed them in parables, 
comparisons and striking expressions 
that commanded attention. He em- 
ployed figures of speech in a way to 
startle His listeners. The truths con- 
veyed were often so profound that the 
hearers would come back asking for 
more information. 


This is noted in His discourse on the 
Bread of Life, recorded in the sixth 
chapter of John’s Gospel. “I am the 
living bread which came down from 
heaven: if any man eat of this bread, 
he shall live for ever: and the bread 
that I will give is my flesh, which I 
will give for the life of the world... 
He that eateth my flesh, and drinketh 
my blood, dwelleth in me, and I in 
him.” 


A surface interpretation would imply 
that our Lord wished His followers to 
become cannibals. But in reality, He 
was proclaiming the great fact of di- 
vine substitution. The blood of His 
flesh. shed on the Cross, made Him the 
sin-bearer and vicarious Substitute for 
all who would accept. His life and 
nature assimilated through the in- 
dwelling presence of the Holy Spirit 
would provide eternal nourishment. 


Another enigmatic expression is con- 
tained in the words, “Whosoever will 
save his life shall lose it,” a pronounce- 
ment which gains its emphasis from an 
apparent contradiction. Yet those who 
have “lost” their lives for His sake, 
are the first to testify that the day in 
which “self” was crucified and Christ 
enthroned, marked the time when they 
truly began to “live.” 


From the context of the Lord’s words, 
it is obvious that He was speaking of 
the same “death” that Paul later men- 
tioned. (Romans 6:4-7.) After the 
initial crucifixion, there is a daily 
“dying,” in which every opportunity 
for the glorification of self is denied 
in favor of magnifying Christ. The 
daily “death” is the great barrier be- 
fore ,which multitudes hesitate . 


being unwilling to deny themselves and 
face crucifixion at the hands of an un- 
friendly world. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MARK 
1:18. 


“And straightway they forsook their 
nets, and followed him.” 


These disciples were like Paul, who 
reckoned “that the sufferings of this 
present time are not worthy to be com- 
pared with the glory which shall be 


revealed in us.” 


This was their call to full time serv- 
ice, for they were already disciples. 
But up until this time, they had not 
made the commitment which detached 
them from their fishing nets, being per- 
haps lacking in faith. The decision 
meant that they were going all out 
for Christ, reserving nothing. 


Blessed are those, who, in the face 
of a special call to the ministry or mis- 
sion field, have sufficient faith and 
courage to forsake their nets and fol- 
low the Lord! A life thus invested 
will command dividends for eternity. 


Thirty years after Paul’s conversion, 
Christ still filled the horizon of his 
life. Writing from a prison cell in 
Rome to the Christians of Philippi, he 
testified, “For me to live is Christ, and 
to die is gain.” 


The motivation of a man’s career is 
determined by his conception of life. 
For some, “life” is fame, pleasure, 
wealth or other material considera- 
tions. The quality of one’s life is indi- 
cated by the character of his idol. Paul 
joyfully declared that for him, “life” 
was synonymous with Christ. 
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(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT 
LIFE SHOULD BE CONSIDERED 
AN INVESTMENT FOR CHRIST. 


What men need is not only the truth 
about Christ, but Christ himself; not 
merely a knowledge of the laws of re- 
generation, but regeneration exper- 
ienced; not a mental concept of the 
mission and ministry of the Holy Spirit, 
but His perfect work made manifest; 
not a mere belief in the doctrine of 
substitution and vicarious atonement, 
but a realization of the substitution 
within; not simply Christ on the cross, 
but the crucifixion of self to the will 
of the Spirit; not only the acknowledg- 
ment of the historic fact of the resur- 
rection, but participation in the resur- 
rected life; not alone a vision of heaven 
and hope of immortality, but the king- 
dom of heaven in the heart, eternal 
life experienced here and now.
